Judge Lamm is a native of Pennsyl- 
vania and will be 70 years old in De- 
cember. He was graduated from the 
Michigan University in 1869, and camé¢ 
to Missouri the same year. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1871, and practiced 
his profession in Sedalia with the ex- 
ception of the 10 years he was on the 
bench. When his term expired in 1914, 
he returned to Sedalia, expecting to en- 
joy life among his old neighbors, but 
Lis friends throughout the State insisted 
upon his becoming a candidate for Gov- 
ernor. 

St. Louis Politicians Fought Him. 

Outside of St. Louis, Judge Lamm in 
his fight for the Republican nomination 
was opposed by thé leading Republican 
politicians. Here he had the support of 
the powerful organization managed py 
Jeptha D. Howe, Otto F. Stifel and Col- 
lector Edmond Koeln. Judge Lamm’s 


advocacy of Howe for the chairmanship | 


of the Republican State Committee 
alienated the support of some St. Louis 
Republicans, many independents, and 
some Democrats who had intended to 
vote for him. 

In an interview, printed in the Post- 
Dispatch, immediately after his nom- 
ination, Judge Lamm declared that he 
would never seek another office; that 
he would devote himself as Governor to 
working aut the many difficult prob- 
lems of State government arising out 9f 
present conditions; that he would apply 
the principle of the merit system in ap- 
pointments as far as practicable; that 
he would. eliminate partisanship from 
State institutions, and that he favored 
good roads, and the inauguration of a 
financial system in the State which 
would bring full value to the taxpayer 
for every dollar expended. In his cani- 
paign speeches throughout the State, 
Judge Lamm has devoted himself al- 
most.wholly to an arraignment of the 
Major administration, and to criticisms 
of the Gardner land bank bill.

The law provides that 
one-third of. the ordinary revenues of 
the State shall be apportioned amony 
the counties for the benefit of the pub- 
lic schools.: The\amount of revenue de- 
rived from licenses, excise, inspection 
and other sources to which, under the 
ruling of the State officials, the schools 
were not entitled, Was $1,543,509.06. 

A suit was filed in the Supreme Court 
to compel Auditor Gordon to pay one- 
third of this money into the school fund. 
The Supreme Court held that a portioa 
of the money had been unlawfully witn- 
held from the school fund, and ordered 
Gordon to pay $334,189.31, which had been 
held up, to the school. The money was 
raid over the day the decision was 
handed down. 

Gordon is saying in his speeches 
throughout the State that nobody knew 
just how to apportion the school furd 
and that former Gov. Hadley, when he 
was in office, said he did not know huw 
it should be apportioned...He contends 
that the action of the State officials, in 
withholding a portion of the income of 
the State from the schools, succeeeded in 
having this question adjudicated by tte 
courts so that there will never be any 
further controversy over it.

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MISSOURI CHILDREN’S CODE. 

The work of the Missouri Children’s Code Com- 
mission is now comprised in a report, which may 
be had by addressing the Assistant Secretary of 
the commission, Mrs. M. Lowenstein, Washington 
Hotel, St. Louis. 

Under this code children in every part of the 
State will be under legal protection much more ef- 
fective than is provided for by existing laws re- 
lating to children. Destitute and neglected chil- 
dren will be cared for as victims of misfortune, 
and not subjected to provisions of the criminal 
laws. The mothers’ pension law will be extended 
to the entire State. Every county will have its 
Children’s Court, for the regulation and improve- 
ment of delinquent children. These courts will 
also be empowered to deal with delinquent parents 
or other adults responsible for juvenile delin- 
quency. 

The provisions for the better protection and ed- 
veation of defective children, the feeble-minded, 
blind, deaf and epileptic, in this code are such as 
experience has shown to be necessary. And. that 
part of the code dealing with child workers con- 
tains provisions more stringent than those of ex- 
isting laws, but undoubtedly needed if the chfl- 
dren are to be properly guarded in their rights as 
citizens in embryo.

REVIEWS DRIVE IN 
DOBRUDJA REGION 


Heavy Artillery Backed by Pow- 
erful Attacks of Troops Brought 
. Success, He Says. 


WORK OF AIRMEN GOOD 
Dropped Bombs on Constanza 
and Directed Machine Gun 
Fire on Retreating Enemy. 


BERLIN, Oct. 27, by wireless to Say- 
ville.—Reviewing the military operations 
of the forces of the central Powers and 
their allies in Dobrudja which resultec 
in the capture of the Black Sea port of 
Constanza and the railroad terminus of 
Tchernavoda on the Danube, the mili- 
tary critic of the Overseas News 
Ageucy writes: 

“The conquest of Constanza, the lars- 
est Rumanian seaport and of the Dan- 


the Dobrudja engagement of Oct. 19 to 
Oct. 23 to a glorious end and the result 
is a decisive blow to the Rumanian cam- 
paign. 

“The victoridus advance of the allied 


came at the end of September to a 
standstill before strong hostile main po- 
sitions of Toprai-Sari, Txopadin and 
Rachova. It was necessary, therefore, 
to rearrange the positions of our artil- 
lery and orgunize the reserves. 

“The main hostile positions in the east 
began at Beslaghiol and ended in the 
west on the Danube. This position had 
been strongly fortified prior to the out- 
break of the war. 

“Toprai-Sari and Txopadin were con- 
structed like fortresses. They had 
strong forces as garrisons and were 
armed with heavy artillery. 


Attack Began on Oct. fo. 

“The Russians held the center while 
the Rumanians had to defend botn 
wings. The general line of the cen- 
tral allies stretched south of the hos- 
tile main position from Tatlageacu and 
Amuzacea Cavaclan and Enigea to the 
west of Bairu. 

“The attack began on the morning of 
Oct. 19. The right wing of the enemy 
after two hours of artillery fire and 
tenacious fighting was thrown from the 
first positions. 

“On Oct. 20 the battle was continued 
with the utmost energy. The fightine 
for Toprai-Sari especially was violent 
and the enemy had evacuated the dis- 
trict south of Tuzla. Tuzla itself was 
ccecupied without any fighting. In the 
evening the right wing of the central! 
allies had reached a line from the south 
st Torprai - Sari -O smancea-Cigeayup 
vorth of Cocargea-Satuluighiol to Bascu 

“The booty of the first two days in- 
cluded two officers, one, the command- 
er of the Russian regiments, and 3300 
prisoners of whom more than 3000 were 
Russians and 16 machine guns and one 
mine thrower. The Turkish troops 
showed great bravery and captured 
more than 1500 Russians. 

“On Oct. 21 the battle concentrated 
around Toprai-Sari and Txopadin which 
were the keys to the situation. Masked 
artillery and infantry attacks of the 
central allies against the position north 
of Toprai-Sari forced the enemy to 
yield at mid-day. 

“Field Marshal von Mackensen, with 
his staff, observed from Height 90 the 
retreat of the hostile masses as .they 
streamed backward and under the in- 
fluence of our most efficient artillery 
ire at many places their retirement 
was turned into a mad flight. 

“After the fall of Toprai-Sari and 
Txopadin, the main resistance of the 
enemy seemed to have been broken. 
On the evening of this hot battle day 
the central allied troops stood along a 
line from Techirghel-Mulctova north of 
Toprai-Sari-Txopadin-Sapata to Bazai. 
The pursuit was continued and our ar- 
tilery during the night was brought 
ahead into the new positions. 

“On Oct. :23 seven Russian warships 
tried to operate from the sea between 
Constanza and Tuzla against the right 
wing of the Central allies but the ships 
were not successful stnce they were 
fcrced by counter measures to keep a 
long distance away from the coast. No 
time was left to the defeated enemy for 
the defense of Constanza if he wanted 
to save himself. 


Seaport Is Captured. 

“Reinforced by German and Bulgar- 
fan infantry, the Bulgarian cavalry 
captured the Russian seaport and on 
the same evening the right wing of the 
pursuing troops reached Islamtepe and 
Kalacap. 

“On Oct. 2 the defeated enemy once 
more tried to concentrate his forces 
near Medijidie. Fresh Russian forces 
were thrown into the engagement a. 
soon as they arrived. These troops 
were routed in the same quick proces- 
sion and in the evening Medijidie was 
captured after a hard struggle. 

“To the west we occupied the heights 
northeast of Rachova. 

“Army aeroplanes contributed much 
fo our success by excellent reconooi- 
tering. Fighting aerial squadrons 
fought successful combats with enemy 
machines, dropped bombs on Constanza 
and directed machine gun fire on tte: 
town, on retreating troops and on ti.« 
railroad station and bridge at Tcher- 
navoda. 

“Our hooty on Oct & haa reached 
% officers, including two Colonels, and 
more than 6600 men as prisoners: 12 
cannon, 62 machine guns and three mine 
throwers, one Ruasian flag. 20 raliroad 
cars and locomotives and much other 
material. 

“At Constanza a tank of kerosene 
caught fire. German troops = werr

“CLARK'S DISTRICT 


Extra Meetings Arranged Follow- 
ing Reports Speaker Is in 
Danger of Defeat. 


REPUBLICAN CLAIMS 


German Anti-Wilson Vote and 
Dissatisfaction Over Postmas- 
terships Counted Upon. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 


Dispatch. 

UNION, Mo., Oct. &—The Democratic 
State Committee, influenced by reports 
from the Ninth Congressional District 
that Speaker Champ Clark is in danger 
of being defeated for re-election, has ar- 
ranged extra meetings in the district 
next week, the closing week of the cam- 
paign, for the purpose of aiding Clark. 

The Republican organization in the 
district, which has its headquarters 
here, has information which, it con- 
tends, points to the election of W. L. 
Cole of Union, a Republican, to succeed 
Clark. There is no doubt that Clark is 
worried and has not been at ease since 
the primary, ‘when fewer Democratic 
votes than usual were cast. He has con- 
fided to friends and to the State Commit- 
tee his anxiety as td the result of the 
election. 

A careftu] study of the situation 
throughout the district, made during a 
visit to many of the counties composing 
it, and talks with Democrats and Re- 
publicans who are active in politics, in- 
dicate that Clark is not in great danger 
of defeat, although there are conditions 
in several counties which may result in 
reducing his vote materially. 

The Republicans contend that these 
reductions will wipe out his usua] ma- 
jority and that Cole will be elected by 
& small majority. The Democrats ad- 
init that there are some places where 
Clark will not receive as many votes as 
he does usuallv, but insist that in other 
counties he will get an increased vote. 

Runs Ahead of Ticket. 
As a general thing, Clark gets more 
votes than the Democratic candidate for 
President receives in the Ninth District. 

The principal causes counted jon by 
Republicans to reduce the Clark vote are 
dissatisfaction among many of the Ger- 
mans residing in the district and dissat- 
isfaction arising out of the appointment 
of postmasters in several towns. 

The Republicans, in figuring on the 
defeat of Clark, take the vote for Presi- 
dent in 1908, when the Republicans came 
within 556 votes of carrying the dis- 
trict.. They contend that the Progres- 
sives throughout the district are back 
in the Republican party, arid that there 
is no reason why the Republican vote 
this year should not exceed the Repub- 
licam vote in 1908. They count on an 
anti-Wilson vote among the Germans 
and on the disappointed supporters of 
various unsuccessful candidates for the 
postmasterships to wipe out such a 
small majority as 556. 

Dr. Alonzo Tubbs of Owensville, Gas- 
conade County, chairman of the County 
Committee, used these figures and ar- 
gued that a change of 279 votes would 
mean the defeat of Clark. He said a 
careful poll of Gasconade County had 
shown that at least G@ Democrats in that 
county who in the past had voted for 
Clark would vote for Cole this year. 
Points Apparently Overlooked. 

The outstanding facts which Dr. 
Tubbs, Chairman W. J. Gott of the 
Franklin county committee, Candidate 
Cole and others of the active Republi- 
cans appear either to have overlooked 
or to have failed to give aufficient con- 
sideration, are the added strength the 
Wilson ticket is expected to give Clark 
in the strong Democratic counties, and 
that Clark always has run ahead of the 
ticket throughout the district. 

In 1998, when Bryan carried the 4is- 
trict by only 556, Clark carried it by 
1236. In 1912, when President Wilson car- 
red the d‘strict over Taft and Roosevelt 
by only 1154, Clark’s majority was 4990, 
It appears [n the district that the 
siory that Clark is worried has in- 
creased the confidence of the Repubili- 
cans, but as a matter of fact, Clark 
always “runs scared."” Old-time politi- 
cians of the district say they cannot 
remember a campaign when Clark was 
not worried. 

The Clark anxiety this campaign, it is 
reported, is based on the recent primary 
results, when there were 900 fewer Dem- 
ocratic votes cast than in the 1914 pri- 
mary. However, it is contended that 
little attention can be given to primary 
votes, for the reason that, in two coun- 
ties, there were no Democratic county 
tickets In the field, and it is the contest 
over county offices which brings out 
the votes in primaries in the rural dis- 
tricts. 

The Republican vote in this year’s pri- 
mary exceeded the combined Republican 
and Progressive primary vote in 1914 
by 5816, but there was no contest for the 
Progressive nominations. Also, while 
the Democratic primary vote fell off 
this year, the primary vote for Clark 
was 17,68, while for Cole it was only 
13,376.

cases. Persons accused of crime are 
ertitled to preliminary hearings in the 
Court of Criminal Correction, and the 
Court has the power to discharge then! 
cr to bind them over for !nvestigation 
by the grand jury. Judge Clark's 
handling of this class of cases, and 
cthers, has given rise to a decided de- 
mand for the abolition of his court Dy 
the State Legislature. 

The Committee of One Hundred for 
the Suppression of Commercialized Vice 
in St. Louis, after an extensive investt- 
gation into this subject, published a re- 
port showing that very few vice cases 
ajpealed from the city courts to Judge 
Clark’s court resulted in affirmation of 
convictions. The Neighborhood Associa- 
tion published a statement declaring tht 
Judge Clark’s attitude toward these 
cases was 
spread of commercialized 
L«uis. 

The report of the Committee of One 
Fiundred shows that in the year 1915, 
240 women convicted in the City Court 
appealed to Judge Clark’s court, and 
that of these, 35 cases were dismissed 
without trial, 205 cases were tried, 124 
were discharged after trial, 81 were con- 
victed, fines of 21 were stayed during 
gcod behavior, 12 were paroled, fines of 
2 stayed on payment of costs, and only

lc were punished. The report shows also 
trat of 31 appealed cases in which men 
were similarly accused, only 3 were pun- 
ished. 

In several cases {n which Judge Clark 
has discharged defendants after a pre- 
liminary hearing, Circuit Attorney Har- 
vey, dissatisfied with his ruling, has is- 
sued informations and procured convic- 
tions. In three cases the defendants 
pleaded guilty, despite the fact that 
Judge Clark held that the evidence was 
not sufficient to warrant him in binding 
them over for the action of the grand 
jury or the Circuit Attorney. The law 
does not require, in a preliminary ex- 
amination, that there shall be absolute 
evidence of guilt, but only that the State 
shall produce evidence to show reason- 
able cause to believe that the defendant 
is guilty. 

Louis Graber, charged with attempted 
robbery, was discharged by Judge Clark 
Jan. 21, 1913. The Circuit Attorney ig- 
nored Clark’s ruling and issued an in- 
formation against him. Graber pleaded 
guilty and was sentenced to a year in 
the workhouse. 

Joe Long and Harry Griser were joint- 
ly charged with grand larceny, but 
were discharged by Clark March 12, 
1913. The Circuit Attorney issued infor- 
mations against both. Long was con- 
victed Nov. 14, 1918, and sentenced to 
three years in the penitentiary. Griser 
pleaded guilty Oct. 13, 1913, and was sen- 
tenced to a year in the workhouse. 

Fred Howard was charged with grand 

larceny and was discharged May 19, 1913, 
by Judge Clark. The Circuit Attorney 
issued an information against him, and 
upon trial he was sentenced by a jury t» 
three and one-half years in the peniten- 
tiary. Charles Caldwell, discharged by 
Judge Clark,.Aug. 26, 1913, on a charge 
of carrying concealed weapons, pleaded 
guilty Nov. 18, and was fined $100. 
James Thomas, charged with the same 
offense, was discharged by Judge Clark 
Sept. 15, 1913, and was convicted Oct. i5 
and sentenced to six months in the 
workhouse. Willard F. Smith, charged 
with exhibiting a deadly weapon, was 
discharged by Judge Clark Oct. 31, 1913, 
and was convicted Dec. 5, 1913. 
There is pending in the Criminal Court 
now the case of William G. McGilli- 
cuddy, son of John J. McGillicuddy, 
better known as ‘Cuddy Mack,” tn 
which he is charged with burglary in 
the second degree and larceny. Judge 
Clark heard this case on a preliminary 
hearing, March 7, 1916, and notwithstand- 
ing the fact that a policeman testified 
that he caught McGillicuddy in a store 
at 217 North Compton avenue: with a 
bunch of postage stamps in his hand, 
Judge Clark discharged him. In order

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| CELEBRATES 50 YEARS’ 
WORK AS A DRUGGIST 


Dr. Staudinger Says Pharmacies 
Have Become Clearing Houses 
of Free Service. 


Dr. Emil C. Staudinger, who conducts 
a drug store at 1600 Franklin avenue, be- 
lieves he is the oldest druggist in St. 
louis in point of his 50 years’ service, 
and he is quietly celebrating the event 
this week. He is @ years old. 

When he was 15 he started as an ap- 
prentice under Prof. Wadgymar, a Turk, 
who ran a little apothecary shop at 
Broadway and what was then called 
Gate street, opposite the entrance of the 
old arsenal. While he was learning the 
business Dr. Staudinger slept under the 
counter in the little shop. 

At the time Prof. Wadgymar taught 
chemistry to a little group of students 
who daily assembled in a room in the 
rear of the store. .Some of these stu- 
dents later became well-known St. 
Louis druggists, says Dr. Staudinger. 
Prof. Wadgymar also taught chemistry 


Eighth and Cerre streets, and at the 
old Humboldt Medteal College, then on 
the corner east of the present city hos- 
pital. Finishing his course, Dr. Stau- 
dinger worked in various apothecary 
| shops in the city, finally buying various 
stcres and disposing of them until com- 
ing to his present location, which he has 
conducted for eight years. 


Business Has Changed. 
“In the early days,” says Dr. Stau- 


dinger, “I once received $70 a month as 
apothecary’s clerk. I was the _ third 
‘highest paid pharmacist in 8t. Louis.” 

A part of the 50 years of his career he 
has spent out of the city, residing once 
at New Orleans. 

‘“‘No business has changed as the drug 
business has within the last 30 to 50 
years,” Dr. Staudinger said. “‘When I 
firtt becagme a drug clerk the drug busi- 
ness was of a semi-professional charac- 
ter. Our trade looked upon us equally 
with doctors, and we were highly re- 
spected. In those days when 4 boy 
learned the business he learned tt from 
the ground up, spending most of his 
time studying the roots and herbs that 
were in stock and grinding them up with 
mertar and pestle. 

“Nowadays a drug stock is mostly 

a case of gimcracks and accessories 
and patent medicines and the like. 
In the early days before there were 
wholesale drug houses to any extent 
we took a basket and went to the 
wholesaler and bought the roots and 
herbs we wanted. And when we got 
them we knew what they were, what 
they were for and how to make them 
up into proper medicines. Nowadays 
the drug part seems to be the least 
of the business and what with soda- 
}water and all sorts of other things a 
drug store must carry in stock the 
very things no other store cares to 
carry. 
“In this day a drug store is a sort 
of accommodation center. The ma- 
jority of the trade wants to use the 
phone, buy postage stamps or look at 
the city directory. Most of the time 
we are running errands for patrons 
who would be angry if we didn’t 
Hardly an hour passes but one of us 
here has to go out and call someone 
to the telephone, or we have to take 
a, message to give to some one likely 
to come in within the hour. 


The “Accommodation End.” 
“Virtually, a neighborhood drug- 


store now is a kind of clearing house 
for the people who want some service 
for nothing. We druggists call all 
this the ‘accommodation end’ of the 
drug store business and it is a terri- 
ble nuisance. Thirty or 40 years ago 
our patrons wouldn’t have dared to 
do such a thing.” 

While he was talking, one man 
came in to borrow a small rubber 
band, another to use the phone—he 
went out without expressing his 
thanks—and a woman to buy some 
postage stamps and ask for her 1- 
cent change. 

“There you see it, before your very 
eyes,” said Dr. Staudinger. “A drug 
store is a public place and the drug 
man a sort of free servant of the peo- 
ple.” : 

Dr Staudinger came to St. Louis 
from Germany with his father. He 
was 5 years old. His first night in 
the city was spent in a building di- 
rectly diagonal to his present store. 
Here was the first settlement on 
Franklin avenue, he says. For the 
last 75 years there has been a drug 
store on one or the other corner. Im- 
mediately west of the 1600 block in 
those days was a wilderness and men 
went hunting about where is Twen- 
tieth and Franklin.

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POSSIBLE VOTING FRAUDS 


No Purpose to Interfere in Cases 
Where Legitimate Work at 
Higher Wages Is Offered. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. %2%.-—-Both the 
Department of Justice and the Depart- 
ment of Labor are watching closely the 
migration of Southern negroes to North- 
ern industrial centers. The legal of- 
ficers hope to check possible election 
frauds, while the labor authorities are 
interested primarily in preventing their 
Federal employment service from being 
used to further migration schemes. 
Attorney-General Gregory, in addition 
to genera! instructions recently given to 
Federal District Attorneys in advance 
of the elections, has ordered a special! in- 
quiry into complaints that negroes are 
being sent in considerable numbers to 
doubtful states under promises of work 
at high wages. 

District Attorney Miller at Louisville 
has been ordered to report the names, 
towns and destinations of all negroes or 
any other possible voters going from 
Kentucky, Alabama or any other part 
of the South, passing through Louisville 
in suspicious numbers. Other District 
Attorneys in the South and in Middle 
States are understood to be under simi- 
lar instructions. 

Reports Are Withheld. 
Department of Justice officials decline 
to talk on the ground that it might in- 
terfere with the Government's plans, and 
all reports and correspondence are being 
withheld from publication.: 

The Attorney-General conferred with 
his assistants on the subject of election 
frauds generally. He is giving the mat- 
ter personal attention and, under his dl- 
rection, special agents of the department 
are at the call of every District Attorney 
desiring assistance. 

So far complaints have reached the 
department of alleged frauds or contem- 
plated frauds affecting candidates for 
Federal offices in Indiana, Illinois, Ohio, 
Michigan, Kentucky, Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia, New York and Missouri. 

Labor Department Acts. 

The Department of Labor let it be- 
come known that it had Issued orders 
designed to prevent the use of the Fed- 
eral employment service in assisting in 
the migrating of large numbers of ne- 
groes from the Southern States. Assis+- 
ant Secretary Post said the department 
had no intention of becoming a party to 
schemes which might be devised for the 
purpose of lowering the wages of labor 
or breaking strikes. 
At the same time it was made clear 
that in cases where investigation 
proved it to be a fact that skilled labor- 
ers were being hindered because of lack 
of unskilled assistants and where there 
was legitimate work for negroes, efforts 
would be made to secure them, just as 
any other class of labor. 

Complaint in South. 
Much information regarding the mi- 
gration has been collected. In the Soutn 
complaint is being made that the ne- 
groes are being taken to the North with 
promises of much higher wages, and 
that if this is continued a serious short- 
age of labor may result. The Labor 
Department is represented as feeling 
that any laborer is justified in going to 
that place where the wages are best, 
and that the place he leaves can reme- 
dy the situation by raising the scale. 
The American Federation of Labor, 
according to Secretary Frank Morrison. 
also is watching the movement of ne. 
groes.

Australian Official’s Speech Results in 
“Ne Confidence” Motion. 

BRISBANE, Australia, Oct. 3.—A re- 
markable speech on Ireland, which was 
made recently by the Queensiand Min- 
ister for Justice, J. Fihelly, resulted in 
Fihelly’s utterances being made the 
basis for a motion of no confidence in 
the Ryan Government, of which he is a 
member; the defeat of the motion and 
a spirited manifestation of loyalty to 
Britain.

Ellis Grand Opera Co. Will Give 
Two Performances at the 
Coliseum. 


LOUISE HOMER IN TROUPE 


San Carlo Co. Also Here This 
Week, to Use St. Louis Chorus 
Trained During Summer. 


The 8t. Louis music season, which was 
started with a bang by Leo Ornstein’s 
recital a week ago, will hit its stride 
with a rush of speed this week, when 
the city will have the novel experience 
of hearing two grand opera companies !n 
five performances within the space of 
four days. On Wednesday and Thurs- 
day nights, at the Coliseum, the Ellis 
Grand Opera Company will present 
“Carmen” ahd “Tl Trovatore,” and di- 
rectly on its heels, Friday night and 
Saturday afternoon and night, will come 
the San Carlo Grand Opera Company, 
with performances of “Aida,” “‘Faust’’ 
and “Rigoletto” at the Odeon. 

The Ellis troupe is composed of the 
Chicago Grand Opera Companys en- 
semble—its chorus of 60, ballet of 16, or- 
chestra of 60, and scenery—on which are 
superimposed a number of stars of 
greater or less magnitude, from the Met- 
ropolitan and Chicago Grand Opera 
Companies. The Chicago company’s con- 
ductor, Cleofonte Campinini, will direct 
both performances, assuring that this 
feature of the engagement will be in 
very competent hands. 

At the head of the troupe’s roster is 
Geraldine Farrar, of the Metropolitan, 
who will present her celebrated recrea- 
tion of Bizet’s fickle heroine. Playing 
opposite her, as Don Jose in the ‘‘Car- 
men” cast, will be a newcomer here, 
Iimcien Muratore, tenor of the Chicago 
Grand Opera Company, who has been 
highly praised as an exponent of the 
Frénch school of singing. Others in the 
cast will be Clarence Whitehill, the ex- 
cellent American baritone, of the Metro- 
politan, as Escamillo; Helen Stanley of 
the Chicago Opera Company, as Mi- 
caela; and Rita Fornia and Leon Rothier 
of the Metropolitan, as Mercedes and 
Zuniga. As a whole, it is a notable 
cast, and should invest even so ancient 
a favorite as “Carmen” with new inter- 
est. Albertina Rasch, premiere danseuse 
of the Vienna Royal Opera, will lead the 
ballet episodes of the opera. 


Cavaliera to Occupy Box. 

Tina Cavaliera, who is Muratore’s 
wife, and who is calebrated as a beauty 
and prima donna, is accompanying her 
husband on the tour, and occupies the 
first stage box at every performance in 
which the tenor sings. 

On Thursday night another lIong, 
familiar opera, “I] Trovatore,” will 
be presented, with Marie Rappold and 
Loulse Homer of the Metropolitan in 
the leading feminine roles of Leonora 
end Azucena, with Morgan Kingston 
as Manrico and Giovanni Polese, a 
Laritone new to this county, from La 
Scala, Milan, in the role of the Count 
di Luna. 

In preparation for this engagement 
extensive alterations are being made 
at the Coliseum, including the build- 
ing of an operatic stage, the reduc- 
tion of the seating capacity to about 
8000 and the construction of a sloping 
floor in the arena, with a maximum 
elevation of three feet. The price o1 
seats ranges from $6 to $1, and the 
guarantee fund is $27,000, or $13,500 
a performance. 

The San Carlo Company, an ftin- 
erent organization, producing for the 
most part classic Italian grand opera 
at theater prices, has striven for sev- 
eral years to make for itself a profit- 
able position in St. Louis, and comes 
this year with a new outfit of scen- 
ery and several new singers. As one 
method for winning popularity here. 
it has organized a grand opera chorus 
of St. Louis singers, who have been 
in rehearsal since the beginning of 
summer and who will make their 
debut in the performance of “Aida.” 
The cast is the same as that of last 
year, with Mary Kaestner as Aida 
and Manuel Salazar, a remarkable 
dramatic tenor, as Radames; with the 
exception that Giuseppe Battistini, 
baritone, and Madelena Carreno, 
mezo-soprano, will be newcomers in 
the parts of Amonasro and Amneris.

The cast in Saturday’s matinee, 
“Faust,” will introduce a new s0- 
prano, Luisa Darclee, as Marguerite, 
and Saturday night’s performance, 
“Rigoletto,” will introduce the com- 
pany’s new tenor, Pietro Corallo, as 
the Duke of Mantua. During the fol- 
lowing week the company will give 
eight performances, the only novelty 
outside the company’s repertoire of 
previous years being a production of 
Wagners “Lohengrin” in_ Italian. 
Friends of Mrs. Blanche Skrainka, St. 
Louis soprano, have made application 
to the management to have the lead- 
ing feminine role of Elsa allotted to 
her, and it is understood that Impre- 
sario Gallo has the proposition under 
consideration. On the night of Nov. 
7 Ester Ferrabini, whose interpreta- 
tion of the role of Carmen is said to 
be out of the ordinary, will be pre- 
sented as “guest” artist in that opera, 
As it will be election night, it has 
been arranged to have returns given 
between the acts.

St. Louls Tuberculosis Society. 


‘tHan 40,000 others are scheduled to hear 


talks between Nov. 1 and April 1, 
as more than 100 factories are on the list 


The health talks last 15 minutes and 
are given at the noon hour. They are 
illustrated with lantern slides. The prin- 
cipal topic is the prevention of disease, 
particularly tuberculosis. Exhibits are 
placed in the factory several days ahead 
of the talk and when the slides ar 
shown the workers readily understand 
the prevalence of the malady in this 
community and the danger of spread of 
the disease. 

The Tuberculosis Society has largely 
increased the scope of its work within 
the last few months, especially as far 
as education and prevention are con- 
cerned. Literature is being distributed 
in four different languages and arrange- 
ments are being made to talk in facto- 
ries where only foreigners are employed.

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NONPARTISAN ELECTIONS — 
AN AID TO CLEVELAND 


Rapid Strides Due in Measure to 
System, Opinion There; Be- 
fore-Voters Here. 


‘*hat Cleveland's rapid strides in 
the race wittn St. Louis for fourth 
city bave been due in large measure 
to the nonpartisan system of elec- 
tions in operation in the Ohio city, 
is the opinion of its municipal gov- 
ernment experts. St. Louisans are 
to volte on the adoption of a similar 
syster: under a charter amendment 
at the election, Nov. 7. 

A. lt, Hatton, a member of the 
Charter Commission of Cleveland, 
will come to St. Louis, next Wednes- 
day, to address a meeting at noon at 
the Cit¥ Club and explain the rea- 
sons why St. Louis should take na- 
tional and State politics out of mu- 
nicipal elections. He will address a 
mass meeting at Central High School, 
Wednesday night, under the auspices 
‘of a score of improvement and civic 
associations. Authur Stoehr of the 
Tenth Ward Improvement Associa- 
tion, is chairman of the Committee of 
Arrangements, 

Advantages of System. 

Allen T. Burns, director of the 
Cleveland Foundation, has written to 
the Nonpartisan Ballot Committee as 
follows: 

“The nonpartisan preferential peti- 
tion features of the Cleveland Char- 
ter are advantageous for several rea- 
sons: The independent citizen has 
as good an opportunity to run can- 
didates as has the party organiza- 
tions. O14 national party prejudices 
are much less influential in deciding 
votes. 

“A single campaign, instead of a 
primary and a final campaign costs 
withim the range of the independent 
organizations. The preferential vot- 
ing gives every citizen the oOppor- 
tunity to have his full opinion regis- 


tered in the choice of officials.”

Institutions Will Not Be Changed, Women Will Again 
Take Up Duties in Home and Men in Business 
Pursuits, M. Lauzanne. Declares. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 28. 


FTER the war is over will men 
A and their ways and institutions be 
much changed by what they have 

gone through? 

Not-in France, says the man who was 
formetly editor of Le Matin and more 
recently Captain of a company of 
French infantry at Verdun. 

‘What kind of a world shall we find 
ourselves living in after the war?" 

The individual to whom the questiqns 
Were put was decidedly square about 
shoulders and waist, sat erect and a lit- 
tle forward in* his chair, like one ac- 
customed to sit down wearing side- 
arms, with features rather massive yet 
alert, a clean, dark skin, a crisp, close- 
cropped black mustache, a nose that 
held the least hint of the eagle in its 
profile. 

He had been mobilized in the first 
week of the war, been wrenched from a 
chair in a quiet editorial room and torn 
from wife and home and friends and 
every settled habit. He had been thrust 
out in the wild. He had been marched 
till his legs were dropping. He had 
lived in the open air through all four 
seagons of the year. He had fought to 
save his own life and to take life from 
others. Concentrated cannon, hours on 
end, had poured their drum-fire around 
him. Deadly gases, drifted down on 
the wind, had all but strangled him. He 
had known what charges are, and what 
it means to parry darting steel by*hair 
breadths., For 18 months all that was 
sophisticated in his existence had had to 
give way to the most primitive necessi- 
ties and satisfactions. In short, he had 
been made an atom of the primeval! hell 
of the trenches. 

Yet it had failed to leave any un- 
mistakable trademark on him. For 
all his quietude-he did show a very 
marked robustness and abounding 
animal vigor. But that was all, and 
almost any man may gain as much 
at no higher price than a fortnight’s 
 wholehearted shooting or sailing. 

“What kind of a word shall we 
find ourselves in after the war is 
over?’ M. Lauzanne’s brilllant dark 
eyes twinkled as he repeated the 
question. Then he laughed outright, 
with a rich, throaty chuckle. ‘You 
perhaps do not realize,” he objected, 
“that you are inviting me to set up 
as a prophet.” 

“Our day,” he continued, “has been

made the witness of a tremendous 
thing. Before our eyes one civiliza- 
tion has dissolvedeand been replaced 
by another. Some of the changes 
which have come are very definite 
and obvious. Women whe. never 
worked before have faced and solved 
the problem of earning daily bread. 
Women have replaced men as cogs 
in industrial machines. Factories 
have been nationalized. Parties have 
been fused. In France there are no 
Socialists and’ Democrats and Royal- 
ists and Liberal and Conservatives 
and Clericals any more, but only 
Frenchmen. Society has been fused. 
There are no farmers and mechanics 
and barbers and waiters and editors 
and lawyers and clerks now, but sol- 
diers. But when the war ends— 
what?” 

He settled himself a little in his 
chair. 

“Let us take the women first,” he 
said, “and first of all the case of the 
women whose husbands are small 
proprietors, owing farms, little 
stores, petty home industries. Here 
is what happened to the little stores, 
for example. When mobilization oc- 
curred and all the men went away 
they simply closed their doors. Tho 
war was expected to be short, and 
we could get on well enough for a 
month or two without small shop- 
keeping. But the war was not short 
and we soon found we could not get 
on so, for two reasons. The public 
needed the little shops, and the pro- 
prietors had no other means of-sup- 
port. So the wives stepped into their 
husbands’ vacant places and opened 
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the stores and ran them. 
Women Run Farms, 

“It was the same with the farms. 
Crops had to be planted and harvested. 
Stock had to be cared for and bought 
and sold. And the women had to un- 
dertake the planning and direction of 
all that, and if necessary do the actual 
work, 

“All that, of course, implies a very 
large change in the affairs of such 
women. They have had to bear the 
responsibilities their men always bore. 
And they have proved themselves capa-, 
ble. Now when the war is over and the 
husbands—the lucky ones—return, what 
will happen? Something quite simple 
and natural. They will take up again 
the reins they laid down. The only 
lasting change I foresee is a closer busi- 
ness partnership between thos@ men 
and their wives, and as a matter of fact 
that is already established. 

‘T will tell you how I know. Until 
February I was Captain of an infantry 
company, 250 men. I nagurally got to 
know them all very well, and we talked 
a great deal together. I saw the letters 
that came and went. My men were 
from every class in France. Many of 
them were small farmers, peasants, from 
Normandy. ‘I have sold the bridied 
heifer,’ the wife of one of them would 
write. “She was eating her head off. 
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And the apple harvest was abundant, so 
I made more cider than usual’ It was

“There is a second set of cases,” he 
went on, “where the result is a little 
more problematical. Thousands of 
women whose husbands owned no 
business and were laborers and me- 


chanics paid by the day have had to 
go to work to support themselves. 
Mostly they are employed in the mu- 
nition factories at very good wages 
for women in France—$2 or so a day. 
They are tasting an entirely new 
economic freedom. How will they 
like it when the husband returns and 
every Saturday doles them so many 
francs to run the house with? 
“Sporadic small rebellions will not 
be surprising. But I think they will 
quickly pass. And in many more in- 
stances, I think, the women will sim- 
ply feel relief at being permitted to 
go back.to kitchen and house and 
husband and children. French wom- 
en, you must remember, are almost 
as supple as cats. They ask for very 
little to satisfy them, and like best 
what is familiar. They will go back 
contentedly to the old things, I think. 
But in these cases, too, I do look for 
that strengthening of the partnership 
in the family business as a result of 
the new responsibilities the women 
have learned to tear.

Lusitania was destroyed by a sub- 
marine and the lives of more than 
160 Americans, lawfully on  pboard, 
were sacrificed. On May 10 the Presi- 
dent, speaking in Philadelphia, made 
the famous remark about the nation 
being ‘too proud to fight.’ This state- 
ment was not well received by the 
country and the administration made 
haste to disclaim it. 

* “On the 13th day of May the Presi- 
dent wrote a note to Germany, in 
which occurred the following passage: 
‘This Government has already taken 
occasion to inform the Imperial Ger- 
man Government that it cannot ad- 
mit the adoption of such measures or 
such a warning of danger to operate 
as in any degree an abbreviation of 
the rights of American shipmasters 
or of American citizens bound on law- 
ful errands as passengers on mer- 
chant ships of belligerent natéonality, 
and that it must hold the Imperial 
German Governmént to a strict ace- 
countability’ for any infringement of 
these rights, intentiona! oor accil- 
dental.’ . 

“The concluding paragraph was as 
follows: 

“"The Imperial German Govern- 
ment will not expect the Government 
of the United States to omit any word 
or act necessary to the performance 
of its sacred duty of maintaining the 
rights of the United Statés and its 
ceitfzens and of safeguarding their 
free exercise and enjoyment.

Taking up the President’s ‘‘appeal for 
support on the ground that he has kept 
us out of war,” Roosevelt declared that 
if it was just to keep out of the present 
war, then it would be just in the future 
to’ keep out of all similar wars, and “‘if 
the President, on the ofher hand, is 
right in saying that we never shall 
keep out of any such wars in the future, 
then he condemns se fer keeping 
out of this war.” 

“You say, Mr. Wilson, “it hereafter 
America must exert her whole force, 
moral and physical, throughout the 
round globe, if the fundamental rights 

/efchumanity are invaded,” Col. Roose- 

velt said. “Do you know that it is 
abject cowardice to say that this must 
be done hereafter when you do not 
dare do it now? 

“If you mean what you say 4g to the 
future, then you must mean precisely 
and exactly that this is your duty in 
the present. Do it now, Mr. President. 
It is sheer hypocrisy to chatter 10 days 
before election as to what ought to be 
done in the future, when throughout 
your whole term of office, you have 
failed in the present to do what you now 
gay is your duty.” 

Mr. Wilson's “delay and vacillation 
about preparedness” he said, “have cost 
us seven years in time and needless bil- 
lions of dollars in money. Nine-tenths 
of wisdom is being wise in time.’’

“Within a few days there has come 
into my possession dlrect information 
upon this subject, contained in the fol- 
lowing letter, which was addressed to 
Hon. Grafton Cushing, who forwarded 
it to me. The writer, Dr. Charles H. 
Bailey, professor in the Tufts Medical 
School, is a gentleman of high standing 
and undoubted veracity, and his letter 
is as follows: 
“BOSTON, Oct. 24, 1916. 
“The Hon. Grafton D. Cushing, Mas- 
sachusetts Chairman of the Hughes 

National College League, 719 Bar- 
risters Hall, Boston, Mass. 

‘‘Dear. Sir—As you requested, I am 
submitting to you herewith in writ- 
ing a report of a conversation be- 
tween former Assistant Secretary of 
War Breckinridge and myself. Leav- 
ing San Francisco on July 15, 1916, 
rode from that city as far as Omaha, 
Neb., with Mr. Breckinridge. During 
the trip I asked Mr. Breckinridge if 
he would be Willing to answer cer- 
tain questions with regard to the 
conduct of our national] affairs dur- 
ing his connection with the present 
administration. Receiving an af- 
firmative reply, I asked him, among 
other things, as.to the truth of the 
published report that, following the 
so-called ‘strict accountability’ note, 
Secretary Bryan had informed Am- 
bassador Dumba that the central 
Powers need not take the note too’ 
seriously, as it was written for po- 
litical effect and home consump- 
tion only. 

“He sald that in al 
tails I had stated thé matter cor- 
rectly, which led him, of his own 
accord, to tell me the following: This 
is not, of course, a verbatim report, 
but simply a brief outline of the 
story as told to me by Mr. Breckin- 
ridge. 

“*He stated that following the 
completion of the ‘omit no word or. 
no act’’ note to the satisfaction of 
the Cabinét, Mr. Wilson, without the 
knowledge of any member of the 
Cabinet. except Secretary Bryan, 
himself wrote a postscript which he 
sent with the note to'the State De- 

‘partment for codification. Mr. 
Breckinridge stated that both Mr. 
Garrison. and he had seen this post- 
script, and he told me what he 
claimed were its exact words, which, 
however, I cannot repeat exactly, but 
the substance was that the Imperial 
German Government was not to put 
too serious an interpretation. on the 
words “omit no word or act.” On 
the contrary, he would be inclined, 
provided the German Government did 
not see fit to yield to the demands of 
the United States, to use his efforts 
toward submitting the entire matter 
to an impartial international tribu- 
nal, the decision to be made only 
after the war. Both note and post- 
script were submitted to and signed 
by Secretary Bryan.

Dr. Sigmund Zeisler Approves Presi- 
dent’s Lusitania and U-Boat

Saeeuhen Charles E. Hughes, the Re-/ 
publican. nominee for President, with 
evasion on every diplomatic issue and 
urging all German-Americans and pro- 
Germans to vote for the re-election of 
Woodrow Wilson, Dr. Sigmund Zeisler 
of Chicago, a self-styled pro-German, in 
an address before about 300 persons at 
the Swedish National Society Hall, 1157 
South King’s highway, last night, in- 
dorsed the diplomatic course of Presi- 
dent Wilson towards the European bel- 
Mgerents.

Commenting on Hughes, Zeisler said: 
“Hie has evaded everything in the na- 
ture of the foreign diplomacy of the 
United States. But he has satisfied Col. 
Roobevelt.”’

It is again, not a 
‘case of somebody blundered, -but a 
case of everybody blundering, to judge 
from the little that we know. 

There has been a British failure in 
the matter of transport to supply the 
Sarrail army, which was left unpre- 
pared to strike when the great mo- 
mént came. There has been Rumanian 
blundering, an obstinate insistence up- 
on the invasion of Transylvania Instead 
of an attack upon the Teuto-Turk-Bul- 
far army at the outset. As for Rus- 
sia, it seems unmistakable that Rus- 
sian aid has been fatally siow in ar- 
riving in the Dobrudja and that this 
shir explains much of Macken- 
sen's success. 


The Rumanian Fatinre. 
Let us take the Rumanian failure, for

Somewhere in Germany there 
had been gathering a great new army, 
designed to take the offensive against 
the Russians in Galicia and regain the 
ground lost in the spring drive, thus re- 
covering the threat of Lemberg. This 
army had been placed under the com 
mand of Falkenhayn the retiring chief 
of the Germah Géhéral Staff and dis- 
patched to Transylvania, ‘when the Ru- 
manian attack provoked a passionate 
appeal for aid directed from Budapest 
to Berlin. 


The Successive Blows. 
Falkayhayn first struck the column to 


the west, north of Vulcan Pass, repised 
it and drove it straight back through 
Petroseny and into Rumanion territory. 
Then he withdrew his main force from 
this quarter and delivered a heavier 
blow on the army which had come up 


at the gates of Hermannstadt. This 
army he defeated by frontal attack and 
then routed by a swift and clever en- 
veloping movement right around the 
rear. A portion of the defeated army 
escaped over the mountains back to the 
gorge inside the Rumanian terrotiry, 
while the rest fled east in the moun- 
tains. 

Finally the main blow of Falhenhayn 
was delivered at what seems to have 
been the most considerable Rumanian 
army, which had penetrated farthest in- 
to Transylvania,. coming up along the 
Bucharest railroad and occupying Kron- 
stadt: This army was beaten in its 
turn and was unable to stand again, un- 
Wtil it was inside the Rumanian terri- 
tory, south of the crests of the Tomos 
mania had taken from Buigaria in the 
second Balkan war, was afl army, com- 
posed mainly of Bulgars, but contain- 
ing Turks and German artillery. This 
army had been watching the Black Sea 
coast of Bulgaria against a possibile in- 
vasion by Russia, coming from Odessa 
and Sebastopol. It consisted of seven 
or eight divisions, perhaps 150,000 bayo- 
nets. It could not be heavily reinforced 
ai once, because the balance of the 
Bulgarian army was occupied against 
the Saloniki army and the: Turkish 
and Predeal Passes: Meantime less 
considerable blows had been struck to the 
north and the army which had come 
west through Cymes Pass was also back 
on Rumania territory. 

Meantime Mactrensen had been quiet 
for some tim’ and there was a general 
belief that the familiar trench deadlock 
had come south of the Constenza-Buch- 
a:est railroad. But as the third week in 
October opened Mackensen's army be- 
gan new attacks, and last Monday these 
attacks culminated In the capture of the 
city of Constanza, with most of the rail- 
road Hne ‘and very complete victory, 
which at the time I write, haa not yet 
been’ completely measured. Certainly 
Rumanian ‘communication with the 
Black Sea, save by the Danube, is now 
broken, the Cernavoda Bridge has fallen 
into German hands. Henceforth, there- 
fore, we must reckon with the possibility 
of a new attempt by Mackesen, this time 
to pass the Danube and reach the Ru- 
manian capital. 

If the two armies meet, then it will 
be seen that all of Western Rumania, 
known to the geographies as Great and 
Little Wallachia, in area about half the 
country, will be in German hands. This 
cquntry is very rich agricylturaily and 
Germany will gain a real prize and 
rrobably a great store of wheat. as well 
as other foodstuffs.

In his 
speech tonight Mr. Hughes, after de- 
jaring that ‘“‘it is love of country, not 
ove of dollars, that will make America 
great,”’ said: 

“If TIT am elected, we shall have an 
American administration with no de- 
fiection to serve any ulterior interest, 
with no deflection for the purpose of 
bending to the policy of any foreign 
Power, for the purpose of meeting anv 
foreign machinations of any sort what- 
ever. What we hope is to have an 
American administration four-square to 
the world, maintaining American rights 
on land and sea with respect to life, 
property and commerce. There must 
be with us, as with our fathers, a wil- 
lingness to sacrifice for the country 

. that we live in. 

“There is no-hope for a decadent peo- 
ple. You may yess any laws y?il 
please. You may have what party in 

* power you please, but vnless you have 
that love of country which preserved 
us in ithe awful struggle 50 years ago, 
unless vou have that patriotism which 
will make you have some of the ideals 
of our institutions, of the libertias 
which we believe gained here, it is idi!ec 
to talk about the future of th United 
States. 

“I do not want to be President of a 
eople that are not ready to give their 
for their liberties, their land, their 
“try that they love. 

Confident of Victory. 

‘The manifestations of interest which 
have greeted me today show beyond 
any question as it seems to me that 
we are marching steadily forward to 
a decisive victory on the seventh of 
November. 

“We must take a view of the pri- 
mary duty of the executive. What is 
it? The very words suggest the answer. 

i He is primarily the ‘executive. It is 
r~ his function to barter: it is not 
his function to grant or withhold privi- 
leges of citizenship. His first duty is 
to give a first-class, efficient, business 
administration of the Government of 
this country. 

“At the very outset of this administra- 
tion there were called to the high posi- 
tions of Secretary of State and Secre- 
tary of the Navy—positions closely re- 
lated to our interests—men of amiable 
qualities, men of excellent character, 
but men very clearly unequal to the 
high duties of those positions. We caan- 
not attend to American business in 
that way. An cently we have found 
our’ Secretary of War so busy explain- 
ing his unfortunate utterances that it 
seems he could hardly have time to 
attend to the necessary duties of his 
office. It is of little importance that 
we should have vast appropriation for 
preparedness unless we have the most 
competent administration in the spend- 
ing of public money.” 

After asserting he was “a man of 
peace,’’ Mr. Hughes continued: 

Peace and Self Respect. 

“What a mistake it is to suppose you 
can conserve your peace and forfeit 
your self-respect. You live in a world 
where our friendship is desired by all 
and we desire the friendship of every 
ration. We have certain rights. It is 
well known that under the rules an1 
Peinciples of international law the 
privileges of citizenship should be rec.

“What can be thought of anv nation

manners. They want a peace in- 
deed, but they do not want a peace 
obtained as gentlemen obtain it, but 
only as braggarts obtain it. 
Definite Basis for Peace. 

“We have peace. We have a peace 

founded upon the de‘inite under- 
standing that the United States, be- 
cause it is powerful is self-possessed: 
because it has definite objects, does - 
not need to make a noise about them: 
because it knows that it can vindi- 
cate its right at any time, does not 
have to proclaim its right in terms 
of violent exaggeration. We have 
determined, whether we get the re- 
spect of the rest of the world or not, 
that we will deserve it by the way in 
which we act. 
“On the other hand, we are told 
that the methods of peace are the 
methods of elocution and the meth- 
ods of phrase are the methods pt 
manner; that all that is needed is a 
certain attitude, a certain personal- 
ity,-a certain impressive manner in 
dealing with the nations of the 
world. 

“You know that there used to be 
an ancient art in politics, which 
seems to have been revived, the art 
of talking without saving anything, 
and the people of the United States, 
my friends, are very tired of that. 
They look and they are looking with 
more and more admiration and con- 
fidence upon this contrasted picture: 

“On the one hand a body of men 
casting about for an issue; a body of 
men casting about for some means to 
throw those out of power who are 
now in power, seeking any sort of 
support, scrupling at nothing in the 
way of their statement of facts and 
of policy, grasping at anything in or- 
der to make an impression, whether 
it he a false impression or a true im- 
pression. 

Future of Republican Party. 

“They see that this is nothing but 
a picture of forces that cannot unite, 
of forces that do not constitute a 
party, and the intimation that I just 
now referred to is this, that those 
who are doing the thinking, the defi- 
nite thinking for the opposition are 
desiring t6 destroy the Republican 
party as it Was in 1912, in order that 
they may make it what they then 
failed to make it by organizing their 
opposition against it. 

“Think of it, my friends. In order 
to reunite the Republican party by 
giving dominance to that section of 
it which has been rejected -by that 
party itself, a time of world crisis is 
to be used In which # is absolutely 
necessary that the counsels of this 
nation should be united and unmis- 
takable. What are we to say of the 
patriotism of men who take advan- 
tage of a crisis of the world when 
the fortunes of men hang in uncer- 
tain balance, when the peace of this 
great nation can be maintained only 
by the most thoughtful and consider- 
ate means, In order to settle a ques- 
tien of power among themselves, The 
thing is incredible. The thing is not 
to be endured by men who love 
America and more and more the at- 
tention of this country is being con- 
centrated upon the Democratic party 
and cne thoughtful men who are 
now allying themselves with the 
Democratic party.’’ 

The President then outlined what he 
characterized as the definite policy of 
the Democrats. 


“The only thing that those of us 
have done who have tried to lead,” 
he continued, ‘‘have been to purge 
our hearts and understand what we 
heard, because,my friends, a man who 
tries to serve a free nation must try 
io have in his own heart the thoughts 
of a free nation. He must see to it 
that he, so far as his intelligence 
permits, thinks the same thvughts 
that the "man on the styeets thinks 
and the man in the factory and the 
man down in the mine and the men 
running the trains. 

“If he believes that men ought to 
work only eight hours, he is expect- 
ed to say so, and if he is asked 
whether he means everybody, he 
cught to answer, ‘Yes, everybody for 
whom it is possible." There are some 
occupations in which you cannot di- 
vide the day up into eight-hour peri- 
ods, for the simple reason that you 
have got to do what nature deter- 
mines. I do not see how, for exam- 
ple, a farmer could divide the day 
up into periods of eight hours, be- 
cause nature does not divide it up 
into pericds of eight howrs, but in 
inost occupations where the seasons 
do not dominate, where the plans of 
men dominate, it is possible to have 
eight hours, and, moreover, cight 
hours are more profitable to the men 
who manage the capital of the coun- 
try than the longer day. 

“Have you noticed the interesting 
gyrations of the. opposition with re- 
gard to the protective tariff? It is 
very interesting how they have dis- 
closed their real mind about it. You 
know for a long time they said this 
ought not to be a matter of partisan 
politics. It ought to be treated with 
absolute impartiality. We ought to 
have a tariff commission to put this 
upon a scientific instead of a politi- 
cal footing. Very well. We gave 
them the tariff commission. It is 
going to be put upon ai scientific 
footing, and so far as I am concerned 
Democratic theorles are going to 
have no more to do with the facts 
than Republican theories. The tar- 
iff is going to be handled, if I can 
find the right men to handle it so, 
so that nobody's opinion is paid any 
regard to, and the facts, and the 
facts alone, are disclosed. 

“But that does not satisfy them. 
Now that they know they are going 
io have a commission they are un- 
easy because they are not going to 
appoint it, and not only that, but 
they say we cannot wait for it. We 
have got to have protection on the 
old lines and in the old familiar way 
right away without waiting for the 
conclusions of the commission. Are 
we to assume, fellow citizens, that 
they are insincere in desiring a sci- 
entific basis for the tariff, or are we 
to assume that they don’ know what 
they are talking about. 

No Fear of After-War. 

“These gentlemen make predic- 
tions about what is going to hap- 
pen after the war which are ab- 
solutely incredible. I wonder that 
they can make them with 
straight faces. They say that 
these nations, with 25,000,000 men 
devoted to destruction, their own 
destruction included, constituting 
more than 50 per cent of the 
skilled mechanical foree of these 
nations, are, nevertheless, secretly 
engaged in manufacturing a great 
body of products which are going 
to be dumped on us after the war, 
when they are struggling for 
their breath in the titanic strug- 
gle for their life. 

“If they can get inetd but 
themselves to belleve this, why 
then, perhaps, we ought to make 


ready for it; but they don’t know 
what is going to happen after the 
war. I don’t know what is going 
tc happen after the war and you 
don’t. The only thing that we 
can do is to prepare the impartial 
eyes and methods of inquiries 
which -will find out for us what 
is happening as fast as it hap- 
pens -nd then deal witn the facts 
as they arise.’’ 

Mr. Wilson then ridiculed the 
Republicans’ statement that if 
they were successful in the elec- 
tion there would te a_e strong 
Cabinet. “They are always about 
to be. great,” he said, “and the 
birth is a stillbirth.” 


Advises Against Change in Party. 
“My fellow citizens,” he went 


on, “reaction in the United States 
at this juncture of the world’s 
affairs would be one of the most 
serious things that ever happened 
in the world. When the world is 
expecting America to know what 
she is about and lead straight 
forward, to have her stop to set- 
tle the intrigues of one party 
would be an absolute calamity. 
Quite apart from who is leading 
the hosts of Democracy, just be- 
cause the hosts of Democracy are 
faced themselves towards the 
light and towards the progress 
upon which the future depends, 
and at this time, when the world 
needs some weight in the balance, 
some quiet, competing weight, to 
keep the scales from tipping the 
beam, it is important that the 
United States hold steady, and it 
is particularly important that the 
United States should say: 

“We will cast out of our politics 
every suspicion, even, that any for- 
eign inflwence will control the results 
of our election. We are otf own mas- 
ters, we are the captains of our own 
fate, and the policy of no other 
Government, the policy and interest 
of no other nation, is to be injected 
into the determination, of our own 
destiny and action. Everything com- 
mands this great people to stand 
ready, to stand together, and above 
all things else to resist the invita- 
tions to change. 

“Some sections of the opposition 
party claim to be the spokesmen of 
business, and in behalf of business 
they propose nothing but Indefinite- 
ness, alteration and change. I have 
been told ever since I was a boy that 
the thing that business most feared 
was uncertainty and constant 
change, and now we are told that 
the party of business is in favor of 
changes which they will not even 
predict, the whole future being full 
of stalking figures in the mists of 
their oratory, things that haunt us, 
reminding me of the prayer of the 
old Scotchman, who said: ‘Oh Lord, 
protect us from witches and war- 
locks and lang nebbied things and 
things that go ’o, Oh.’ 

“The mists df Republican oratory 
are full of witches and warlocks and 
lang nebbied things and things that 
go ‘’o, Oh’ and particularly when 
they*address the head of the present 
administration. I was bidden when 
I was very young to cast out super- 
stition and not believe in ghosts. 
But I have had one superstition 
ever since I was a youngster, taught 
me by my old negro nurse, that it 
was bad luck when you started in one 
direction and turned around and go 
back. 'I have acted upon that super- 
stition all nt life and I intend to 
act upon it in the future, and I don’t 
see at the present outlook any ob- 
struction that will make me turn 
back.”’

STEEL WORKERS IN. 
GRANITE GITY HEAR 
ADDRESS BY GARY 


He Tells Them That Employer 
and Employe Should Work 
for Each Other’s Interest. 


Several hundred delegates who 
have |been attending the semi-annual 
convention of the American Iron and 
Stee] Institute, spent yesterday on a 
tour of St. Louis and surrounding 
territory. 

A special train carried them from 
Union Station to the Commonwealth 
Steel foundry in Granite City in the 
morning. President Howard of the 
Business Men's League, who is head 
of the Commonwealth plant, conduct- 
ed the visitors. through, 
several impromptu talks. 

While the main body of visitors 
were at lunch in the plant, Elbert H. 
Gary of New York, chairman of the 
United States Steel Corporation, ad- 
dressed several hundred of the foun- 
dry workers in their assembly hall. 

Howard introduced Gary as “the 
man who has done probably more 
for the ‘safety first’ movement than 
any othet man, and a lover of his 
fellow man.” 

Gary Is Applauded. 

Gary was applauded as he stepped 
forward. He said that he deeply ap- 
preciated such a reception from such 
a group of workers. “Sometimes 
there has been a feeling that there 
is a wide gulf differentiating employ- 
er from employe,” he began, “that 
each group is dealing at arms’ length: 
that business life is a selfish propo- 
sition, and that a man should secure 
what he can, within the law, without 
regard to the welfare of the others. 

“But ithat idea is one of the past; 
it is an idea that has no rightful 
place in conditions and surroundings 
of busimess life at the present time. 
We are beginning to realize that 
there is no permanent success for em- 
ployer or employe unless both suc- 
ceed, each works for the other's in- 
terest, and each takes into account 
responsibility for the safety of the 
other.” 

Continuing, he said that the man 
who stands on the street corner, and 
says, or writes in magazines or news- 
papers, that there is bound to be an- 
tagonism| between employer and em- 
ploye, is a demagogue, actuated by 
selfishness. 

Glad to See Co-Operation. 

“IT am glad, gentlemen, to witness in 
this plant the spirit of co-operation and 
friendly interest that is so different 
from the old methods,’" he declared. 
“Such tends to ultimate betterment of 
our country. 

‘“T congratulate you, Mr. Howard,” 
he said with a bow, “and you, gentle- 
men, that you have come together; you 
are setting an example to your neigh- 
bors, to your community, to your na- 
tion, and to the whole world. 

“When discussing the relations of 
employer and employe, we must re- 
member that one has as many rights as 
the other, no more, that both stand on 
the same platform, and should take an 
equal interest in one another.” 

He pointed out that the present is a 
time of unusual activity in industria! 
circles, and that ‘times are better’ 
than they have been, but will not neces- 
sarily remain so. 

“In the future we will see different 
conditions,’’ he explained. ‘Of course, 
if by an act of law we could continue 
this success, we would do it gladly; 
but we can’t. I hope that the change 
won’t come soon. The prudent man, 
judging the future by the past, will 
look forward and prepare for unfavor- 
able conditions which may arise. 

‘I say to you, Mr. Howard, take ad- 
vantage of these prosperous times, hus- 
band your resources, and save your 
money. And to you, gentlemen, I say 
be prudent, be careful, and live as 
economically as possible.”’ 

Tella of His Early Life. 

Gary then spoke of his early boyhood, 
and said that though his father owned 
land, they had little money. He said 
that he worked from 5 a. m. to 6 p. m. 
on a farm, and never had more than 
one dollar to spend at a time unth he 
was 16 years old. 

‘We  did’t have luxuries in those 
days, gentlemen,” he said with a smile. 
“We didn’t have fresh meat on the ta- 
ble every day or many other things 
which are considered necessities today, 
But I do not regret it—I am glad I 
went through it, as I had an incentive 
t. work.”’

George C. Brinkman of 627 Clara avc- 
nue, former president of the George ( 


Brinkman Motor Car Co., 2818 Locust 
street, filed a voluntary petition § in 
bankruptcy yesterday in the Unite! 
States District Court. He listed his lia- 
bilities at $32,198.55, and his assets at 
$87.50. of which $5 is cash. 

The motor car company went into li- 
quidation last August, after Ben 4G. 
Brinkman of 3641 Flora boulevard, vico 
president of the Lafayette South Side 
Bank, had taken charge of it, when he 
found it was losing money steadily. 

George Brinkman said to a Post-S'is- 
patch reporter last night that he had 
expected his brother to back him at the 
time he took over the agency. To gct 
the agency, he said, he Had to buy 
1200 gars a year, in lots of 100 a mocth, 
the cars to be retailed at $595. 

Hie said that, early in the present 
sear, his brother demanded that the 
business be turned over to him, on the 
ground that {it was not making money, 
tlough George Brinkman said that, at 
that time, he was selling the required 
r.umber of cars. In the subsequent liqui- 
dation of the company, George Brink- 
man said, he lost all his property, and 
hie wife lost property in St. Louis Coun- 
ty valued by her at $17,000. 

The property, George Brinkman said, 
was put up as collateral for a loan 
which he negotiated with the Lafayette 
Pank four vears ago. He says a large 
part of the indebtedness mentioned In 
his petition is on notes to the bank. 

Ben Brinkman said, when asked about 
the matter, that he had backed his 
brother's business #0 long as there 
seemed a prospect of its being made 
profitable. To protect himself, he said, 
when his money was being sunk month 
after month, he finally had to take 
over the business and close it'out. 

The loan on which Mrs. George Brink- 
man’s property was collateral was made 
by the bank. The bank demanded more 
collateral and when it was not furnished 
the loan was called. 

Ben Brinkman said he knew nothing 
of any other notes given by his brother 
to the bank. He said that, except for 
the $17,000 which George Brinkman ob- 
tained by the loan, he (Ben) put up 
nearly #'l the money which had gone 
into the business. George, he said, held

What Poll Seems to Show. 

“If the tide continues to run in the 
President's direction at the same speed 
that has marked it during the last 
three weeks, Mr. Wilson will be in a 
fair.way to sweep away the big normal 
pluralities upon which the Republicans 
have relied,”” says the Herald. 

“In the total of 204,599 test votes tab- 
ulated in today’s issue, Mr. Hughes 
leads by 722. Last week he led by 3727. 

“If but one-third of the top-heavy 
California vote of 21,414 is used for the 
computasion—and it is hardly fair basis 
tu use the whole vote from that strangly 
Republican State—the President has a 
plurality of 6793. Last week, figuring 
California on the reduced basis, the 
President had a lead of 355. ‘The states 
in which the President has made gains 
during the last week are California, 
Colorado, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Ken- 
tucky, Maine, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Montana, Nebraska, New Hampshire, 
Ohio, Oregon, Vermont, Washington, 
Wisconsin and Wyoming.

E consented to talk of this idea 
with a'‘Post-Dispatch reporter, 
yesterday morning, in a few of 

the rare. minutes of leisure which 
came during his stay here. 

“I* know.of no line of business 
where this idea cannot be applied,” 
he said. in answer to the reporter’s 
question. 

“It means merely that personal in- 
terest and personal ambition are the 
most valuable things that can be 
capitalized in. any business. They 
must be so directed as to serve the 
interests of the business, and this is 
done by. the plan .of paying compara- 
tively small salariés, and giving big 
rewards for. aceomplishmént which 
is out of the ordinary. 4 

“The more extraordinary the accom- 
plishment, the more’ the reward must 
increase. ‘If ‘a man superintends the 
making of pig iron, and gets it done for 
‘about the ordinary cost, say,'$1 a ton, 
he is entitled to ‘only an ordinary sal- 
ary. If he can do it for 90 cents I will be 


willing to give him a percentage’ of the 
'-cent saving; if he ecan.do it for 8, 


‘he “will “get a bigger commission on the 
second 10 cents he saves; and if he can 
get it down to 70, his share of the last 
10 cents sayed will be a very liberal one. 

“This partnership idea can be carried 
all through a business, but it applies 
most directly to the skilled men who, by 
their efforsts for great things, build up 
an industry. 

“The workman in a mechanical de- 
partment must have his fixed pay, not 
less than a certain amount, whether the 
business is making money or not. So, 
while he should share, to some extent, 
in unusual earnings, the partnership 
principle cannot be carried so far in his 
case. 

“But the man who puts himself into 
the organization of a business should be 
a stockholder, and should get his chief 
rewards from the profits of the business. 
I don’t care if he can’t bring money 
into the business. Sometimes I would 
rather he wouldn't. 

“Henry 8. Snyder, one of our vice 
presidents at Bethlehem, who earns, I 
suppose a quarter of a million dollars a 
year, came into the business with mo 
other capital than his hands and his 
roind. Fifteen years ago he was a ste- 
nographer. I had occasion to dictate a 
letter to him, and as I liked his manner 
and his personality, I got him into my 
office. I found I had not been mis- 
taken as to his integrity and straight- 
forwardness, and in 15 years this young 
fellow, with no schooling or training be-

may be misapprehended; He does not 
like .to be accused of belittling ad- 
vantages which he himself did not 
fully ‘enjoy. It is’ safe to say that 
no such accusation would tome from 
one who has heard him talk on the 
subject, and has seen how far re- 
moved he is’ from any attitude of 
sneering at higher education. 

“If I had a son,” he declared, “‘I 
would give him the best college edu- 
cation obtainable. It would be up to 
him .to get the benefit which un- 
doubtedly is to be had from college 
training. I would hope that he would 
get it: T would'not wish him to say, 
in later years, that I might have 
given him a college course, and that,

In 
going up, therefore, an oily mass forms 
itself above the boat which it has to 
pass through before it can reach the 
surface. And this oil is afterwards 
found in the “bath tub” by the con- 
ning tower and on the deck. In the 
outer tanks it floats above the water 
and it is generally a whole day before 
this oily water is washed away by the 
incoming fresh ocean water. A bath in 
such water can hardly be called refresl'- 
ing, and when the bather steps up his 
entire body covered with oil. his skin 
shines in all the colors of the rainbow, 
a metamorphosis which caused a tre- 
mendous outburst of laughter among 
the onlookers, 


Astronomic Navigation of U-Boat. 

The fair weather gave me time for 
another occupation, which was not en- 
tirely without importance for the suc- 
cessful continuance of the voyage. The 
sextant was taken out, and I began 
again to find out by the aid of the sun 
our exact location, something which was 
quite necessary after the stormy days 
had passed. The wonderful clear air 
invited us after nightfall to observe the 
stars and to decide their distances. Aft- 
er the long and inactive period on the 
shore there is a craving to take out a 
sailor’s necessary instruments, to handle 
the chronometer and the sextant, with 
circle and chart pick the ship’s location, 
even if there are many difficulties to 
overcome. 

Astronomic navigation on a U-boat is 
certainly not an easy matter. Even in 
the usual navigation of a U-boat, there 
are things which are new to an old sea 
captain which take time to get accus- 
tomed to. From the low place on the 
conning tower, one has not the usual 
view of the water. One has t6 maneuver 
things differently, make different cal- 
culations as to distances. But !t is par- 
ticularly necessary to adopt one’s self 
to the new conditions when one in the 
close “‘bath tub” on the conning tower 
takes the altitude of the meridan select- 
ing a course and picking the ship’s loca- 
tion. One is accustomed on the large

“It's extraordinary the amount of 
knocking about the big ships can stand. 
One saw them hit and they seemed to be 
one mass of flame and smeke, and you 
think they're gone, but when the smoke 
clears away they are apparentiy none 
the worse and still firing away. 

“But to see a ship blow up is a ter-

MEETING DEMAND 
WAR HAS DIVERTED 


The Apperson Roadaplane is building 
up a popularity in the foreign countries 
almost equal to that it has won in the 
United States, according to late informa- 
tion from an Apperson official. 

At frequent intervals shipments of Ap- 
person Roadaplanes are heing started 
irom the Apperson plant at Kokomo, 
Ind., to all the neutral countries. WNor- 
way, Sweden, Denmark and the Central 
and South American countries have tak- 
en the lion’s share during the past 
month.

HOW A TIRE WAS NAMED 


W. F. Pfeiffer, general mananger of 
The Miller Rubber Co., says: ‘“Though 
safety is the object of the irregular 
surface, there are other very important 
things to be considered in designing a 
tread. For instance: The protection 
should be effective as long as the tire 
lasts. The irreguiar surface must be 
prominent enough to afford traction and 
safety, and yet be so designed that the 
tire will run smoothly and without vi- 
bration, be safe against breaking or 
chipping, and so constructed that it will 
not jeopardize the interior construction 
of the tire by bending or twisting the 
fubric under the weight of the car. 

“When {t was put up to the Miller 
laboratory and mechanical experts to 
design the Miller tread, all of these 
points had to be considered. The safety 
idea was solved by the mechanical de- 
partment. They made the suggestion 
that determined our choice. It was this: 
‘The time to prevent skidding is not after 
the car starts to slide, but before. Only 
a few inches of the tire is {in actual 
eontact with ‘the ground while the car 
is running. The protection must be at 
that point. Suppose the rear wheels of 
a car were gears, digging right into the 
road. It would be absolutely impossibie 
for the car to skid, because it couldn’t 
get started. If the first inch of skid 
can be prevented the car {s safe. Why 
not use a design as nearly as possible 
like a gear?’ 

“So the TAboratory experts got busy 
to dewign a tread as nearly as possible 
like a gear, yet embracing the other 
qualities necessary. A continuous band 
was suggested for the center of the 
tread with gear-like projections at the 
sides. It was figured that while running 
on pavements and hard roads where vi- 
bration had to be contended with this 
band would constitute a smooth run- 
ning surface and at the same time pro- 
tect the car against side skid on slant 
surfaces. While running in soft ground, 
mud or snow, the projections. on the 
side would afford the traction grip 
necessary for safety against the wheels 
spinning, which is the fatal’ start of 
a skid. For a tire does not skid side- 
ways until it has first lost its traction 
grip on the road. 

‘The gear-like projections being con- 
nected with this continuous band would 
be firm and rigid, protecting the in- 
terior of the tire and insuring safety ‘to 
the last mile, which would not be true ‘f 
each projection were an individual unit.

LARGE TIRE MILEAGE 

About three out of every four tires 
that pass to the scrap heap are prema- 
turely and needlessly worn out 
through underinflation, says a Fisk 
Rubber Co. expert. In an underin- 
flated condition the tire is more sus- 
ceptible to cuts and bruises; rim cuts 
and fabric blow-outs develop because 
of the tremendous number of different 
positions the tire assumes, which tend 
to creat internal heat and destroy 
adhesive qualities of the ruberizeda 
fabric, 

The motorist who is careful as to 
the air pressure, will Surely obtain 
large tire mileage at small cost. 

At the best the tire is only a con- 
tainer of air on which the car rolls. 
The amount of air necessary to carry 
will depend absolutely upon the 
amount of work that is to be done 
and the load carried. 

The motorist should determine the 
load for each tire and regulate his air 
pressure 80 as to carry that load 
without injury to the tire. To do this, 
weigh front and rear of loaded car 
separately, and divide by two which 
will give the weight as carried on 
each wheel. 

Now that the weight of load as 
carried by each wheel is known, de- 
termine the air pressure hy using the 
factor given opposite tire size to di- 
vide the amount of the load, the re- 
sult being the pressure required: 

Three-inch tire, divide weight of 
load by eight: 3%-inch tire, divide 
weight of load by 10; 4-inch tire, di- 
vide weight of load by 12; 4%-inch 
tire, divide weight of load by 14: 5- 
inch tire, divide weight of load by 16; 
5%-inch tire, divide weight of load by 
18. 


the load to be 720 pounds. Refer to’ 
above table and note that on 4-inch 
tire 12 is the factor; 720 pounds, di- 
vided by 13, equals 60, therefore in- 
flate the tire to 60 pounds air pre@ 
sure. 

As the coal carried by the front 
tires ie usually less than on the rear, 
by using the method ‘suggested, it 
will be determined that less air pres- 
sure is needed. 

The ideal load for the best all- 
around results under average condi- 
tions is as follows: 3-inch tires, 400 
pounds; 3%-inch tires, 65650 pounds; 
4-inch tires, 735 pounds: 4%-inch 
tires, 960 pounds; 56-inch tires, 1210 
pounds; 5%-inch tires, 1485 pounds. 

« A load heavier than these figures 
may be carried, but the resulting 
pressure necessary to get good tire 
mileage is usually very hard on the 
car and its occupante. 

To obtain best results weigh car 
as suggested, divide any load by fig- 
ure given and inflate to that amount,

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“PRESS. COMPILES 
ELECTION RETURNS 


News-Gathering Body Has Been 
Preparing Two Years for 
November 7. 


NATIONAL CO-OPERATION 


Result May Be Known Few 
Minutes After Last of Bal- 
lots Is Cast. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—F-l-a-s-h-! 
———~ is elected! On the night of Tues- 
day, Nov. 7, the missing name in the 
foregoing sentence, will be supplied by 
the Associated Press. 

In the business of news-gathering as 
developed by this world-wide organi- 
gation, the first word sent over the 
wires telling of any extraordinary event 
is “flash!” It ts the signal of a thrill. 
The ordinary routine of the Associated 
Press bureaus and their hundreds of 
newspaper members is often punctuated 
with the “f-l-a-s-h !’’ Operators from 
Bangor to San Diego, from Tampa to 
Tacoma, tighten their lagging nerves, 
and editors come scurrying to the wires 
to hear a Pope is dead, a Titanic sunk, 
another country at war, a Lusitania 
torpedoed, a battle won, a King.~de- 
posed or a President elected. 

This latter thrill has a recognized 
periodicity, like the passage of a come, 
and the experience of it is again immi- 
nent. Within a few hours after you 
have scratched your ballot, the Asso- 
ciated Press will have flashed the ver- 
dict which you and 16,000,000 fellow vot- 
ers have rendered—will Rave flashed it 
perhaps within a few minutes after 
the last of these 16,000,000 ballots has 
been dropped in its box in some of the 
Western states, where three hours’ dif- 
ference in time makes late the closing 
of the polls. 

A Marvelous Process. 

How, in this brief time, anything ap- 
proximating an accurate accounting of 
these 16,000,000 votes can be achieved, 
the returns assembled and the result 
made known throughout the land, is a 
process both simple and marvelous. It 
is true, of course, that all of those 16,- 
000,000 votes are not counted, but when 
the Associated Press announces. the 
election that announcement will be as 
trustworthy as if they were. 

The gathering and distribution of re- 
turns this year will mark one of the 
greatest co-operative efforts that has 
been made on any similar occasion to 
accomplish this purpose. In previous 
elections the Associated Press, relying 
more largely on its own resources, has 
done notable work in the prompt and 


1 
accurate reporting of the election fig- 


ures. In the Roosevelt-Parker contest 
of the organization was able not 
only definitely to announce the result, 
but also to indicate the full extent of 
the victory, as early as 8 o’clock on 
election night. Equally remarkable serv- 
ice has been rendered in other elections, 
and the value of the Associated Press 
figures Has been such that defeated can- 
didates themselves have, on the strength 
of them, sent their telegrams of con- 
gratulation to their victorious oOppo- 
nents. The service has been such that 
it has invariably. brought to the execu- 
tives of the organization a flood of tele- 
grams on the day after fn tribute to the 
“comprehensiveness,” ‘‘speed'’’ and ‘‘ac- 
curacy’’ with which the work has been 
done. This year it is. possible that all 
records will be broken, for the Asso- 
ciated Press has for the coming election 
enlisted the co-operation of its mem- 
bers from coast to coast in a more con- 
certed effort than ever before. 


Two Years of Preparation. 

More than two years ago preparations 
were begun, under the direction of the 
general manager of the Associated 
Press, to ‘‘cover’’ the news which will 
be served to the public on the night of 
Nov. 7. Election experts of the organi-. 
zation have, during these two years, 
canvassed every State in the Union and 
arranged with the papefs of each State 
to work together on a co-operative basis 


serve as tabulators. 


election the Associated Press has ar- 
ranged with some of the best banks in 
the city to furnish expert accountants 


; for this work. They work in relays, the 


first crew reporting at the close of the 
polis at 5 o'clock, compiling the figures 
until 2 o’clock in the morning. 

Less than 10 minutes after the closing 
of the polls the work begins. The first 
returns in New York are invariably 
from some of the up-state cities where 
voting machines are employed. There 
are, however, some localities on Cape 
Cod and down in Maine which for years 
have prided themselves on being the 
first in with their vote. In such small 
places the law permits the opening of 
the ballot boxes as soon as it has been 
made certain that the full vote of the 
piace has been polled, and the result is 
then made known. . 

It {fs only by dariblets that 
figures come in, but once the aval- 
anche is started there ie no let-up to 
the tiqk of the telegraph soundefs, 
and a swarm of colored blanks is 
kept flying from the receiving opera- 
tors to the tabulators. The figures 
are first entered by the tabulators 
and passed along to the designated 
chief who keeps a “doomsday pook 
showing the running total of the vote 
throughout the night. Every 156 min- 
utes the business of tabulation is 
punctuated by the issue of a bulletin

under the supervision of the established 
Associated Press bureaus. Thousands 
of special forms have been prepared for 
the systematic conduct of the service, 
thousands of typewritten sheets distrib- 
uted listing candidates and show- 
ing votes four years ago asa basis 
of comparison, special correspondents 
appointed and special wire facilities ar- 
ranged for this particular work. 


In the collection of returns, the coun- 
ty is everywhere made the unit, and it 
is the purpose of the system to hear 
definitely from every election district 
of the more important States. In New 
York State alone these districts number 
5700. In Illinois there are over 5000, and 
in other States a proportionately large 
number of districts to be heard from. 
Taking New York State as typical of 
the system that will be followed in 
principle at least by other States, the 
service there is worked out broadly as 
follows: 

Having arranged for some competent 
man to take charge of each county up- 
state and for co-operative effort with 
the New York City News Assoctation 
for the collection of the metropoltan 
returns, the New York headquarters of 
the Associated Press is made the center 
of tabulation. The up-state county man 
is stationed at the most convenient cen- 
ter, usually the county seat, from which 
he throws out his net for the gathering 
of his local returns. 

For the special work in hand, 25 extra 
wires are strung into the Assoclated 
Press offices in New York, .giving di- 
rect and exclusive-connection with the 
principal cities. Before the operators is 
stacked a varied assortment of printed 
forms, whose blank spaces await the 
figures that tell the story. There are 
pink forms, blue forms, puff, green, 
yellow and white, to make the various 
compilations of the vote for President, 
Governor, Senate, Congress, and the two 
houses of the State Legislature.

The form of these bulletins is 
known to thousands who have seen 
them flashed on the election screens.

So, district by district, these bulle- 
tins grow until it looks so certain to 
some of the experts that one paper or 
another will concede sometody’s elec- 
tion. But the Associated Press con- 
cedes nothing. It must know. 

In the year of the Odell-Coler fight 
for Governor in New York in 1900, its 
system had a severe test. Coler ran 
up a big vote in New York City, and 
the heavy vote of Odell up-State was 
overlooked by many of the newspa-~ 
pers, which conceded Coler’s election. 
The Associated Press, in the midst of 
this confusion, was led to wonder if 
its figures were right. The general 
manager had an abiding confidence 
in his men and figures, but in the 
Yace of concession that some of the 
papers were making” of Coler's elec- 
tion, something must be done to check 
the matter. He ordered a recount.

Previous to the 


the flesh of the election tabulators 
for many years. In the first place it 
refuses to close: its polls until 7 
o’clock, and its law requires that the 
counting of the entire ballot from top 
to bottom shall be completed before 
another ballot is taken up. There 
are upwards of 240 names on the Jer- 
sey ballot this year in some of the 
cities, and it is doubtful whether on 
election night President Wilson will 


The Jersey method is employed in 
some of the Central and Western 
States, adding a further handicap to 
the difference in time, but New York 
and a majority of the Eastern States 
put the presidential electors on a 
separate ballot to facilitate the count. 

If the foregoing has not helped you 
to visualize the process by which the 
greatest news-gathering organization 
tries to satiate your election curios- 
ity and furnish masses of figures to 
back up its announcement of the vic- 
tory, picture yourself this one fact: 
On election night the facilities for 
wire communication over practically 
the entire country are for the moment 
devoted almost exclusively to the col- 
lection and distribution of returns. 
The mileage of these wires you will 
find run up into the millions. The 
Associated Press leased wire system 
itself is almost doubled on election 
night, and the telegraph companies 
in their own way are co-operating di- 
rectly or indirectly in the great ef- 
fort ot bring the figures to a head. 

Consider also the human factors— 
thousands of operators at the key and 
telephone transmitters, newspaper re- 
porters and editors at work on local) sit. 
uations, while the army of trained As- 
sociated Press men are assembling all 
their matter, and you arrive at some- 
thing like a general glimpse of the ef- 
forts that will be made on election night 
to supply the missing name in the first 
sentence of this article. 

Surpassing though it will public inter- 
est in the great war, or in the multitu- 
dinous events that the world daily con- 
tributes to the excitement of the break- 
fast table, the news of a presidential 
election will by no means attract all 
of the argus-eyes of an organization 
whose field is the world. So elastic is 
the system of this clearing house for 
news that its correspondent in Pekin 
may come in at the height of excitement 
over the election with a new revolution 
in China, its representative in Panama 
with a disastrous slide in Culebra Cut, 
its bureau in Petrograd with a stirring 
speech in the Duma, or its men at the 
front with a great victory. The usual 
designated men are on deck to handle 
any emergency in the election or out of 
it.

The election machinery of the Associ- 
ated Press is at work in all the states, 
but it is developed to its highest pitch 
of efficiency in the states having the 
largest electoral votes and the smallest 
average of consistency in presidential] 
years. 


Basis of Other Elections. ' 
Given a definite line on New York 


State, on Massachusetts, which is inva- 
riably prompt, and a reflection of the 
vote in the Central and Western states, 
where a difference in time is a handicap 
to early returns, the result of the presi- 
dential election may be pretty definitely 
announced at an early hour and oftea 
the full extent of the victory indicated, 
SO accurately has the gauge of election 
figures been fixed by previous experi- 
ence. 

Knowing with a near certainty wheth- 
er it ts Wilson or Hughes will be suf- 
ficient for the throngs at the bulletin 
boards on election night, but the Associ- 
ated Press goes on to a still bigger task 
than the mere announcement of the re- 
sult. That would not go far to complete 
the morning paper. There are columns 
to fill with state tabulations, with lists 
of Governors elected, the detailed const!- 
tution of the next United States Senate 
and the Houes of Hepresentatives, and 
Similar tables for each state, locally 
handled, on the constitution of the state 
Legislature.

Speculation Is Wild. 

“But the equally striking consid- 
eration, in this extraordinary up- 
ward rush of prices, is the danger 
that the American market, as a whole, 
may suddenly be projected, in a vio- 
lent way, into that kind of ‘war boom’ 
which makes serious mischief in the 
end, and which it has been the ef- 
fort of our soundest financiers to 
avert on'this occasion. 

“Wall street and the speculative 
stock market have, on the whole, 
been opt in hand. Fortunately, 
there existed in that quarter the re- 
strictive influences of the war un- 
certainties themselves, of the doubt 

- over conditions after peace, and of 
absorption of our rapidly accruine 
capital in our own returning secur{. 
ties and in loans to the outside 
world. The present action of com- 
modity markets will bring a new test 
to American self-restraint.

The $2 mark was reached yesterday 
after an advance of 3 to cents a 
bushel from Friday’s closing’ prices. 
The Hezel Milling Co., East St. Louis, 
first set the $2 pri ce by buying two 
cars of No. 2 turkey hard wheat from 
the Goffe & Carkener Grain Co. The 
Bernet, Craft & Kauffman Milling 
Co. then took several cars at the 
same price. The wheat weighed 62 to 
62% pounds a bushel. 


Hezel said after the purchase that. 


the wheat was the highest his: mill 
had ever bought during 30 years of 
business. He said the lowest price he 
had ever paid for wheat was 45 cents 
a bushel, in 1893. 

With wheat at the $2 mark, the fol- 
lowing table showing. .the high and 
low price of No. 2 red wheat in the 
St Louis market since 1856, proves 
interesting.

‘Keod fot Laying Hens. 

I should like to know’ whether cotton 
seed meal would be a good substitute 
for meat scraps or meat méal for laying 
hens. Is charcoal made from pine wood 
sufficient, or should they have a harder 
grade of coal made from other wood? 
Do you belHeve pumpkins are good for 
laying hens?—J. P. T., St. Joseph, Mo. 

I believe cotton seed meal is a good 
food for laying hens. At least one agri- 
cultural college has conducted experi- 
ments which have shown it was not 
quite equal in value to linseed meal or 
meat scraps, but it does have value, 
and at the usual price it would pay to 
feed it in moderate amounts. Charcoal 
made form pine wood is not so good as 
that made from some other varieties 
of wood, but it should be satisfactory 
to give, to poultry. I should consider 
pumpkins a very good food for laying 
hens.

; . Worms in Chickens, ; 

I should like to ask the cause for 
worms in chickens and a good remedy. 
My young chicks weigh about 1% 
pounds, whereas they should weigh 
three or four pounds. I cut one open 
and found long, white worms in the 
intestines:—Mrs. E. A., St. Louts. 

Worms sometimes badly infest a flock. 
They live in the crop, stomach and in- 


or affect the nutrition so that birds 
become weak and thin. The first thing 
to do is to get rid of the worms by a 
purgative. Let them go, without food 
at@night and in the morhing give them 
some medicine.’ A good remedy is oll 
of turpentine. It may be mixed with 
an equal amount of olive oll, 20 to 30 
drops of the mixture to be given as a 
dese. Follow thig in the course of two 
- three hours with epsom galts, about 

40 grains for each adult bird and half 
that amount for chicks. Mix thig thor- 
oughly in a moist mash and distribute 
i* so that each bird will get its share; 
or, instead of the salts, give the chicks 
a teapsoonful of castor ofl each and 
then feed them a light ration later, per- 
heaps early afternoon. I should repeat 
this in: about three days... This will 
ordinarily purge the birds of. the worms, 
but it will not remove the cause, which 
visually lies in the condition of the house 
or yards, It may be due to puddles of 
stagnant. water. These should be 
Grained or filled with fresh earth or 
send. The house and runs should be 
disinfected, feeding troughs and drinking 
vessels carefully cleaned and manure 
fer a time removed daily and placed 
at some distance from the flock. .Ordi- 
narily such a course of treatment wifi 
remedy the situation. Sometimes worms 
get so bad and the flock so much run 
down that it is better to dispose of it 
and start over again. 


I have a dozen young Barred Rock 
pullets just beginning to lay. I am giv- 
ing them a hot, mash im the morning. it 
consists of three parts bran, one part 
cornmeal, one-part middlings, one part 
alfalfa meal and one part beef scrans, 
but something seems to be wrong wit 
the mash, because the birds don't like 
it, and, besides, it seems to. loosen the 
bowels too much. What would you sug- 
gest under these cireumstances?—C_ 1. 
K., St. Louls. 


I don’t know just what is the trouble. | 

The mixture appears to-be a good one, | 
but there may be something the matter 
with a part of it. ‘The beef scraps, for 
example, may not be in the best condi- 
tion. I should not want a wet mash like! 
this left around after feeding time. Tha 
birds should be given only what thay 
will eat up clean. Pérsonally, I should 
not feed hot, wet mashes of this kind. 

but, if at all, In dry form, keeping it be- 
fore the birds in a hopper or other re- 
éeptacle where they can pick at-it when. 
they like, and I should make the regulnr 
staple feed that of grains. I am inclined 
to think you will have better success 
under a plan of this kind.

Therefore, all farmers 'in the 
Weevil territory in Arkansas are urged 
to make the week beginning Nov. 13 a 
‘clean-up week,’ raking up trash along 
fences, ditches, in edges of woods ad- 
joining cotton fields, around old build- 
ings and every place where the weevil 
may find snug quarters, and burn it.”

He persuaded the dejected Mr. Sothern at least to attend the first 
few rehearsals, and he did so. My mother played Georgina, the part 
opposite my father, and she and he worked up many lines and replies at 
home, and were allowed to introduce them in the play. If you have ever 
seen this comedy you may have remarked that nearly all of Dundreary’s 
scenes are with Asa Trenchard (Jefferson's role) or Georgina. Jefferson 
worked hard to help his fellow horseman, and day by day the part of 
Dundreary was, as it were, superimposed upon the play. The success of 
the character was not so great at first, but it grew as the actor felt his 
way. 

My father’s genius was indeed the genius of infinite pains. I have 
heard him relate that the little skip he used in his gait in Dundreary 
originated simply from his habit of trying to keep in step with my mother 
as they walked up and down the back of the stage arranging their lines. 
The skip and the stutter and other business grew and grew from per- 
formance to performance. As Jefferson says in his “Life,” the character 
of Dundreary gradually pushed all the other characters out of the play.

HE Post-Dispatch prints here- 
with the first personal narrative 
to reach St. Louis of a survivor 
of the catastrophe in the harbor 

of Santo Domingo, Aug. 29, when the 
battleship Memphis was wrecked. It 
is a letter from Merrill Corbett of 
Edwardsville to his friend, Eugene 
tevelle of Edwardsville. Corbett was 
a clerk in the offices of the American 
Car and Foundry Co. until he enlisted 
in the navy a year ago. 

The ‘Memphis, formerly the Tennessee. was the flag- 
ship. of the cruiser force of the United States Atlantic 
fleet. She was at anchor in the harbor when a tidal 
wave, following a storm, swept her from her moorings 
and pounded her to pieces on the rocks. Several the- 
ories have been advanced to explain the phenomenal 


. wiolence of the waters, one of them attributing it to an 


earthquake which was felt the day before at Dominica. 
Seamen accustomed to the violence of hurricanes in 
that part of the world say they never saw anything 
like the great wave which iwrenched the tronclad ves- 
sel from her anchor chains, poised her for a moment 
on its crest and then hurled her upon a submerged. reef, 
within 200 yards of land. 

The Memphis was built in 190; at a cost of $6,144,802, 
was of 14,000 tons displacement and had a horsepower 
of 23,000. She was armed with four 10-inch, 24 3-inch 
and four 6-pounder guns and four torpedo tubes. Her 
complement was 99¢* men and she had a speed of 22 
knots an hour. ' . 

Corbett’s vivid story of the disaster follows: 


UCPPOSE you have read of the Memphis catas- 
trophe in the States; or is it too small a 
matter to attract attention? Have had a 
reguiar nightmare of a time down here for 
the last two days. Everything mixed up and 
scattered helter-skelter. Things are getting 
adjusted fairly well this a. m. 

The Memphis is stranded high and dry on the rocks 
about a half mile from the port with several holes in 
her hold. One rock has driven clear up into her engine 
room, and her hold is full of water up to the berth deck, 
And the Castine just pulled up the river, listing badly 
and swept bare of most everything above decks. We 
have over 600 men off the Memphis scrambled inside 
the fort, more in the hospital and 74 missing this morn- 
ing. 

The .Castine only lost three men as far as we can 
learn and after a miraculous escape managed, with 
skillful handling, to put out to sea and ride out the 
storm. Most of the men off the Memphis have lost ev- 
erything; most of thém came ashore with nothing on 
but a life preserver. And we haven't enough tents and 
eots to go around, but everyone is doing their best. 
Dry clothing, shoes and hats were issued to every man 
by the quartermaster last night. 

The storm came up very suddenly—in fact it wasn't 
a storm, but more like a tidal wave. I guess there 
was scarcely any wind ashore and not much rain, but 
the sea was running something fierce. The first we 
knew of it, there was a small steamer off the Memphis 
which was ashore with a working party, tried to re 
turn and capsized. General assembly sounded and we 
were turned out on the beach with lines stretched, etc. 

There were 40 men on the steamer and the Castine 
pulled over to leeward of it to try to pick them up. In 
just a few minutes the Castine was in difficulty her 
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self, and fighting to keep off the reefs. She had a 
small boat up the river which attempted to reach her 
just before she started to rescue the Memphis men, and 
only one of the four men in it managed to get aboard, 
the other three being driven into the rocks and smashed 
to pieces. 

The waves drove the Castine onto the reef, where 
she lay a. moment trying to steam off with full speed 
astern. All at once a big wave hit her and raised her 
free of the reef and she managed to back off and swing 
around, heading out to sea, listing very badly to port 
which was the last we saw of her until she steamed 
into harbor last night. She is in bad shape, apparent- 
ly everything gone from the top side. She must have 
battened down all hatches and floundered, around as 
best she could. 


In the meantime the Memphis had raised anchors, 
presumab!y to go to the aid of the Castine. By that 
time the waves were breaking over her and the spray 
was fiying clear up into her fighting top, and it seems 
that some of the water must have gone down her stacks, 
the cold wate~ causing her tubes to burst. At any rate 
her boilers blew up and left her helpless, for many of 
her firemen and coal pasers were caught down in there 
and most of them we brought ashore were badly scalded. 

Imagine our surprise, just as the Castine seemed out 
of immediate danger, to see a first-class cruiser like the 
Memphis start drifting in before the waves. She 
seemed perfectly helpless, and so were we. All we 
could do was to stand by and watch her come in. She 
hit nearly broadside of the beach and the waves grad- 
ually drove her in until she was pounding and rocking 
on the rocks. po 


Every time a wave hit her she recked back and forth 
like a cradle and her deck was alive with her men. 
She was not more than a hundred feet from shore and 
we managed to get several lines aboard and they were 
sending men ashore, the worst hurt first in a coal 
bag on a block and fall and the others on bos’n’s chaits. 
No one got excited that I saw and everyone worked 
like fiends. Every available carriage vas pressed into 
service and as fast as they came ashore tliey were sent 
to the hospital. The engine room men were all burned 
and battered, the skin just dropping off of them at a 
touch. Most of them only had on undershirts and life 
preservers and suffered greatly from the cold salt 
spray and water. Lots of them were gasping for 
breath, evidently suffering from the steam in their 
lungs. 

When the ones who were not hurt began to come 
ashore, they were mostly naked and cold, having dis- 
carded their clothing when the ship was coming in and 
later were unable to get any more. It seems that the 
water was shoulder deep even in the gun deck, the 
first one below the main deck. 

Blankets and cots were rushed to the scene as fast 
as possible and some of our “spic” friends generously 
supplied a quantity of rum and everyone was made

Three galleys were kept busy all night 
making soup and coffee and everyone 
was lodged in the post some way. The 
first man came off about 4:30 p. m. 
Pretty quick work, eh? 


where they couldn't be reached, but 
everyone on the top side was taken off 
in less than six hours. Lots of fel- 
lows were bruised and got broken 
bones from being thrown against bulkheads, etc. Ice 
boxes, ditty boxes, ammunition bunks and tables were 
skating around below decks, banging into anything that 
happened to be in the way. 

We brought one fellow off who had both hands 
smashed off and a number with broken arms, teeth 
knocked out, etc. Found one fellow this a. m., with 
a big tool chest on top of him on the gun deck. 

After everyone was off a company of marines was 
detailed to patrol the beach and the rest turned to 
trying to house the men for the night. While this 
was going on others of our men were all along the 
beach following the small boat from the Castine and 
trying to get the men who were in the Memphis, but 
the Castine’s boat was pounded to pieces and the shore 
was too rocky for them to get in except by a miracle. 
Of course, most of them had life preservers, but at 
that had no chance; just had to trust to luck that they 
would hit the beack right. I think there were five of 
the 40 who came in alive and the following morning 
two more were found, one who had got ashore some 
way and was wandering around along the beach about 
two miles from the Memphis. His body and clothes 
were all cut and torn and his ears full of sand. He is 
still out of his head. 


The other was a big burly all-round athlete, ball- 
player and prize fighter, weighing about 210 pounds of 
solid muscle and bone. He seems to have played an 
unusually heroic part in the event, for one of the men 
who was saved out of the steamer said that before thit 
big fellow was even found that the last he saw of him 
was when he threw a life preserver he had to a 
bugler and said he was all right. At any rate he was 
in the water about 14 hours and he was driven to the 
beach nearly four miles down from here. He is in 
the hospital now, all cut and bruised and exhausted. 
They think he will live but we get different reports 
about him-—-some say that he is raving and that he 
will probably be blind for life. Suppose the salt and 
sand did that. 


Believe me, everyone you see tells you of something 
else that happened. You see, things were happening 
all along the beach and one had no time to think of 
more than what was just in front of him. The patrol 
tell of seeing men coming in and then losing sight of 
them as they were dashed on thd rocks and then seeing 
pieces of them, an arm or a leg, being tossed about. 
But now everyone is busy cleaning up and resting —if 
you are lucky enough to be relieved. 


Wes on duty when it happened and was due for 
relief (24 hours eat a time we do) at 6:30 a. m.. Wednes- 
day, but didn’t get it until about 5 a. m., Thursday. 
Have not cleaned myself up yet, just turned in and 
corked off, going to start tomorrow. Of course, you 
know after our men were all off the Memphis all our 
company had to do was to patrol our share of the 
beach and there's nothing much but rubbish coming isa

Many years later, when | began to play parts of some 
consequence at the old Lyceum Theater, Edwin Booth 
would come now and again, and, having purchased a 
seat in the balcony, would sit there all by himself to 
see whither my inherited effervescence had led me. | 
never heard from him how he liked my plays, or 
whether he congratulated himself or not that he had 
refrained from becoming my godfather.

Each era produces its own objects at which 
satire is flung, each year new witticisms spring 
up to lambast the new foibles of the day, each 
day new fun is poked at the new fads of the 
hour, each hour new fun is born of the out- 

landish kinks of the moment. 

If all of this were not so then into the discard imme- 
diately would have to go all that is notoriously funny 
about the Ford autos, autos in general, Christian Science, 
Mr. Hughes’ whiskers, Paderewski’s mop of hair, men 
falling from aeroplanes, vaccination, sport shirts, hobble 
skirts, William Jennings Bryan, dollar watches and the 
million hordes of other things. 

This story has to do with Episcopalian Bishops, who, 
from all over the world, last week, were in St. Louis in 
triennial convention. 

Just when the jest about the Bishop came into vogue 
is not known; probably, no doubt, soon after we had 
Bishops. But this is known, that always there has been 
attached a peculiar interest to drolleries related by 
Bishops, and that a story told on some eminent prelate 
of the Episcopacy has never 
lacked for ears eager to listen 
to it. 

Asked for the best true story he 
had ever heard about a Bishop, 
Bishop Nelson of Georgia relat- 
ed this one on Bishop George 
Herbert Kinsolving of Texas. 

Bishop Kinsolving is the giant 
of the house. Almost seven feet 
tall, the remainder of him is in 
proportion. Necessarily his 
feet, to support his huge frame, 
are of proportionate size. His 
shoes or boots, when he chooses 
to wear boots, to be fairly com- 
fortable, are a bit larger than 
the feet they encase. On these 
sizatie boots hangs the gist of

Leaving the car, he boarded a ferryboat. Soon after the 
hoat started he saw the two men aiso had taken the 
boat and heard one of them remark, “There's that frisky 
young parson; let’s even up on him.”

Once when Bishop R. H. Weller, Bishop of Fond du 
Lac, in Wisconsin, was making a visit at a cougtry home 
in his diocese, there was venison for dinner. At the 
time, and unknown to the Bishop, venison was out of 
season. The good Bishop enjoyed the meat, helping him- 
self thrice. His hostess, observing this fondness, told 
the Bishop she would wrap up a venison ham and put it 
in his suit ‘case so he could take it home with him. 
When the Bishop arrived at Green Bay and changed 
cars a game warden’s dog came up, sniffed at the suit 
case and howled. The game warden knew the Bishop 
and walked over and apologized. a 

“I suppose the dog is losing his wits,” said the game 
warden. ‘He has greatly embarrassed me. When I 
get him home [shall give him a good whipping.” 

All the while Bishop Weller felt that silence was his 
best counsel and said nothing. Later when he mounted 
his train he leaned out of the car window to reply to 
the game warden s farewell. 

“Good-by, Bishop,” said the warden. 

“Good-by, Warden,” replied the Bishop, “and remem- 
ber, Warden, I don’t believe strongly in drastic punish- 
ment. If you feel that you've got to whip that dog, hit 
him lightly, remember.” 

Bishop Davies cf Michigan once had occasion to visit 
a lumber camp region in his diocese. He was forced to 
walk from the place to the next parish. Getting hungry 
on his way, he stopped by a small cabin on the roaa- 
side. The woman of the house had just moved in and 
was alone. 

“I’m the Bishop, madam, and looking for something to 
eat,”’ said Bishop Davies, by way of introduction. 

“Oh, shucks,” said the woman, “I thought you was 
the sewin’ machine feller. I’m plumb run to death, and 
ain’t got no time to get up 
nothin’ to eat.” 

Bishop Weller saw his 
chances .of getting a meal begin 
glimmering and he used his wits.

“Once when Bishop Kinsolv- 
ing was on one of his trips,” 
relates Bishop Nelson, “he hur- 
ried into a sleeping car which 
had, for the moment, stopped at 
a junction point. As he was 
worn out, he hastily undressed, put his boots under the 
nearest lower berth and tumbled in. Soon he was fast 
asleep. Farther down the road a traveling salesman 
entered the same car, showed his sleeper reservation 
for the berth that Bishop Kinsolving had appropriated, 
and told the negro porter to oust whoever was in it 
and to do it quickly. The negro knew the Bishop, and 
with no little reverence, which is to his credit, sought 
in his mind some way to keep from rudely waking a 
sleeping Bishop. He led the irate salesman to where 
Bishop Kinsolving was, parted the curtains and said: 
‘Is dis de berth you say is yours, sir?: Dis is de boots 
of de gent’man what’s in it.’” 


The drummer, appalled, beats a retreat, consents to 
accept any old berth, and the Bishop goes on undis- 
turbed to wherever it was he was going. 


This is not a bad story, in sooth good enough to 
warrant the traditional “merry twinkle” in the teller’s 
eye when he reaches the point where the salesman gets 
a glimpse at the Krobdingnagian footwear. 

Unfortunately, this good story on Bishop Kinsolving 
is almost as old as the good Bishop’s bishopric. When 
asked for their “good story” contributions, several Bish- 
ops, following Bishop Nelson's telling of it, endeavored 
to and did tell the very same story. One was led to be- 
lieve that Bishop. Kinsolving had a corner on all the 
funny stories in the House. 


e@ Surely the Bishop himself could tell a different one! 
When asked for his “good story” he frankly admitted 
that, contrary to all traditions, he had never heard any, 
but to “go and get Bishop Winchester of. Arkansas to 
tell the story about the time the negro Pul!man porter 
scared away a traveling salesman by intimidating him 
with a Bishop's pair of boots!” 

In truth, many of the good stories about Bishops are 
hatched up by the prominent laymen, and they are the 
disseminators of them. 

This one is on the late Henry C. Potter of New York, 
one of the widest known of all the Episcopalian Bishops. 

Soon after Bishop Potter died, and his body rested in 
state, one prominent member of his church met another, 
a very rich one, and said: “Now that Bishop Potter 
is dead, some great, tangible, lasting tribute to his 
memory and work she@uld be made. I suggest that in 
keeping with the occasion you further endow the church 
with a gift of $100,000.” 

The rich commvunicant replied: “That I cannot do and 
be consistent with the last wishes of Bishop Potter. 
His almost last request was that his corpse in no way 
should be used for schemes of making money.” 

When Bishop Tuttle of Missouri, who at 79 is still as 
vigorous as any of the Bishops, was taking his orders 
in New York he had occasion to ride on a cross- 
town horse car. In the car were ladies and two men 
smoking.

It has remained for twentieth 
century ingenuity to show that Nep- 
tune was overestimated. The trident 
of the movie camera man has proved 
a weapon immeasurably superior to 
the trident of mythology. For the 
movie man has ravaged the watery 
kingdom and has brought back some 
of its secret treasures for everybody 
to see, 

Thanks to the enterprise of a group 
of producers, we have for the first 
time an actual movie thriller of the 
undersea, the product of enormous ex- 
penditures both of time and money. 
Equipped with a special submarine 
boat, 70 feet long, and the new “self- 
contained” diving suit that permits 
its wearer to walk about at will on 
the ocean bed, a company of diver- 
actors took part in a drama, not on 
the stage, but many fathoms below the 
surface of the Atlantic. 

It was, in a way, a dramatization of 
Jule Verne’s novel, “Twenty Thousand 
Leagues Under the Sea,” and the sub- 
marine used was named the Nautilus 
and its commander, Capt. Nemo, fol- 
lowing the nomenclature of the book. 
Included in the company were four of 


the professional divers who helped

raise the American submarine, F-4 
after it sank in Hawaiian waters. 
Armed with pneumatic rifies, the ad- 
venturers hunted the giant octopus 
and the man-eating shark, explored for 
treasure in the wreck .of a blockade 
runner sent to the bottom in the Civil 
War, and put into action various 
scenes, weirdly illuminated by the 
sunlight filtering down into the depths 
of sub-tropical seas. 

The Nautilus was designed for the 
express purpose of making the pic 
tures possible. Although it did not 
carry its own motive power, it was 
built so that it could be sunk to a 
desired depth and that divers could 
enter and leave it when it was sub- 
merged. It was shipped to Nassau..in 
the Bahamas, where the water is un- 
usually clear, and there was sub- 
merged to a depth of 50 feet. 

One section of the film shows divers 
leaving the vessel in their peculiar 
diving apparatus and carrying the 
pneumatic guns. The camera catches 
them as they prow! about and stages 
conflicts between them and monsters 
of the deep. “Capt. Nemo’s” party 
were lucky enough to find an unusval- 
ly big octopus, with tentacles nearly 
nine feet long, and to kill it with the 
pneumatic guns. 

In only a few instances was it 
Yiecessary to employ artifiicial light- 
ing.

A True Epic of the Mississippi’s Homeric Era

Old volume unearthed in St. Louis Ahead 


recreates forgotten period of the 
river barge’s heyday, before steam- 
boat displaced it—Picturesque heroes 
by main strength poled heavy craft 
from New Orleans to Pittsburg, and 


for sport shot tin cups from one an- 
other’s heads at 30 yards 


T will scarcely be credited that less than a century 
ago, on the rivers connecting Pittsburg, St. Louis 
and New Orleans, there occurred adventures and 
lived men like those pictured in the following 

extracts taken from a book printed in 1834, at Cincin- 
nati, under the title of “The Western Pilot,” by Samuel 
Cummings. The battered and yellow volume cas re- 
cently unearthed in a St. Louis home. 

But for the resurrection of the book all memory 
night have perished of that Homeric breed of men, 


called Boatmen, who flourished during the 30 years be-- 


tween the time when the keel-barge supplanted the canoe, 
and the steamboat established itself as a practical suc- 
cess. Mark Twain has immortdlized the 
men, but no novelist has written of their predecessors, 
who could pole their heavy craft against the current 
jrom New Orleans to Pittsburg, and whose idea of sport 
was to shoot tin cups on a wager from one another's 
heads. William Tell did the same thing, substituting 
an apple and bow and arrow, and his memory is still 
green; but the American Boatmen are forgotten. Of 
these heroes of an aliost legendary era Mike Fink was 
acknowledged the leader, and it is with his astonishing 
feats and apprcpriate death that these reminiscences 
are chiefly concerned. 
EMBARKED a few years since at Pittsburg, 


for Cincinnati, on board a steamboat—-more 
with the view of realizing the possibility of a 


speedy return against the current, than in 
obedience to the call of either business or 
pleasure. It was a voyage of speculation. I 


was born on the banks'of the Ohio, and the 
only vessels associated with my early recollections were 
the canoes of the Indians, which brought to Fort Pitt 
their annual cargoes of skins and bear’s oil. The flat 
boat of Kentucky, destined only to float with the cur- 
rent, next appeared; and after many years of interval, 
the keel boat of the Ohio and the barge of the Missis- 
sippi were introduced for the convenience of the infant 
commerce of the West. 

In the period at which I have dated my trip to Cin- 
cinnati, the steamboat had made but few voyages back 
to Pittsburg. We were generally skeptics as to its prac- 
ticability. The mind was not prepared for the change 
that was about to take place in the West. It is now 
consummated; and yet we look back with astonishment 
at the result. 

The rudest inhabitant 6f our forests, the man whose 
mind is least of all imbued with a relish for the pic- 
turesque—who would gaze with vacant stare at the 
finest painting, listen with apathy to the softest mel- 
ody and turn with indifference from a mere display of 
ingenious mechanism—is struck with the sublime power 
and self-moving majesty of the steamboat, lingers on 
the shore where it passes, and follows its rapid and al- 
most magic course in silent admiration. The steam 
engine in five years has enabled us to anticipate a state 
of things which, in the ordinary course of events, it 
would have required a century to have produced. The 
art of printing scarcely surpassed it in its beneficial 
consequences. 

When we left Pittsburg, the season was not far ad- 
vanced in vegetation. But as we proceeded the change 
was more rapid than the difference of latitude justified. 
| had frequently observed it on former voyages, but it 
never was so striking as on the present occasion. The 
old mode of traveling in the sluggish flatboat seemed 
to give time for the change of season, but a few hours 
carried us into a different climate. We met spring 
with all her laughing train of flowers and 
verdure, rapidly advancing from the South. 

A few hours brought us to one of those 
stopping points, known by the name of “wood- 
ing places.” It was situated immediately above 
!etart’s Falls. The boat, obedient to the 
wheel of the pilot, made a graceful sweep to- 
wards the island above the chute, and round- 
ing to, approached the woodpile. The escape 
steam reverberated through the forest and 
hills. like the chafed bellowing of a caged 
tiger. The root of a tree, concealed beneath 
the water, prevented the boat from getting 
sufficiently near the bank, and it became neces- 
sary to use the paddles to take a different posi- 
tion. 

‘Back out, Mannee, and try it again!” ex- 
claimed. a voice from the shore. “Throw your 
pole wide—and brace off—or you'll run against 
a snag!” This was a kind of language long 
familiar to us on the Ohio. It was a sample 
of the slang of the keel-boatman. 

The speaker was immediately cheered by a 
dozen voices from the deck, and I reqggnized 
in him the person of an old acquaintance fa- 
miliarly known to me from my boyhood. He 
was leaning carelessly against a large beech: 
and as his left arm negligently pressed a rifle 
to his side, presented a figure that Salvator 
would have chosen from a million, as a’ model 
for his wild and gloomy pencil. His stature 
was upwards of six feet, his proportions per- 
fectly symmetrical, and exhibiting the evidence 
of Herculean powers. To a stranger he would 
have seemed a complete mulatto. Long expos- 
ure to the sun and weather on the lower Ohio 
and Mississippi had changed his skin; and, 
but for the fine European cast of his counte- 
nance. he might have passed for the principal 
wariior -of some po. erful tribe. A'though at 
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least 50 years of age, his hair was as black as the wing 
of a raven. Next to his skin he wore a red flannel 
shirt, covered by a blue capot, ornamented with a 
white fringe. On his feet were moccasins, and a broad 
leathern belt, from which hung, suspended in a sheath, 
a large knife, encircled his waist. 

As soon as tle steamboat became stationary, the 
cabin passengers jumped on shore. On ascending the 
bank the figure I have just described advanced to offer 
me his hand. 

“How are you, Mike” said I. 

“How goés it?” replied the boatman, grasping my 
hand with a squeeze that I can compare to nothing 
but that of a blacksmith’s vise. 

“IT am glad to see you, Mannee,” continued he, in his 
abrupt manner. ‘‘! am going to shoot at the tin cup for 
a quart—off hanidl—and you must be the judge.” 

I understood Mike at once, and on any other occasion 
should have remonstrated and prevented the trial of 
skill. But I was accompanied by a couple of English 
tourists, who had scarcely ever been beyond the sound 
of Bow Bells, and who were traveling post over fhe 
United States to make up a book of observations of our 
manners and customs. There were also among the 
passengers a few bloods from Philadelphia and Balti- 
more, who could conceive of nothing equal to Chestnut 
or Howard streets. and expressed great disappointment 
at not being able to find terrapins and oysters at every 
village, marvelously lauding the comforts of Rubicam’s. 
My tramontane pride was aroused, and I resolved to 
give them an opportunity of seeing a western lion—for 
Such Mike undoubtedly was-—in all his glory. The 
philanthropist may start, and accuse me of want of hu- 
manity. I deny the charge, and refer for apology to one 
of the best understood principles of human nature. 


_Mike, followed by several of his crew, led the way to 

a beech grove, some little distance from the landing. I 
invited my fellow passengers to witness the scene. On 
arriving at the spot, a stout, bull-headed boatman, 
dressed in a hunting shirt, but barefooted, in whom I 
recognized a younger brother of Mike, drew a line with 
his toe; and stepping off 30 yards, turned round fronting 
his brother, took a tin cup which hung at his belt, and 
placed it on his head. Although I had seen this feat per- 
formed before, I acknowledge I felt uneasy, whilst this 
silent preparation was going on. But I had not much 
time for reflection, for this second Albert exclaimed: 

‘““Blaze away, Mike, and let’s have the quart!” 

My “compagnons de voyage,” as soon as they recov- 
ered from the first effect ‘Of their astonishment, exhib- 
ited a disposition to interfere. But Mike, throwing back 
his left leg, leveled the rifle at the head of his brother.

some seconds, as immovable as if the arm which held it 
was affected by no pulsation. 

“Elevate the piece a little lower, Mike, or you will pay 
the corn,” cried the imperturbable brother. 

I know not if the advice was obeyed or not, but the 
sharp crack of the rifle immediately followed, and the 
cup flew off 30 or 40 yards, rendered unfit for future 
service. There was a cry of admiration from the stran- 
gers, who pressed forward to see if the foolhardy boat- 
man was really safe. He remained as immovable as if 
he had been a figure hewn out of stone. He had not 
even winked when the ball struck within two inches 
of his skull. 


“Mike has won!” I exclaimed, and my decision was 
the signal which, according to their rules, permitted 
him of the target to move from his position. No more 
sensation was exhibited among the boatmen than if « 
common wager had been won. The. bet being decided. 
they hurried back to their boat, giving me and my 
friends an invitation to partake of “the treat.”” We de- 
clined and took leave of the thoughtless creatures. A 
few minutes afterwards we observed their “keel” whee'- 
ing into the current, the gigantic form of Mike bestrid- 
ing the large steering oar, and the others arranging 
themselves in their places in front of the cabin that 
extended nearly the length of the boat and covered 
merchandise of immense value. As they left the shore 


they gave the Indian yell, and broke out into a sort of" 


unconnected chorus, commencing with: 


Hard upon the beech oar! 
She moves too slow. 

All the way to Shawneetown, 
Long while ago. 


Ip a few moments the boat took the chute of Letart’s 
Falls and disappeared behind the point with the rapidity 
of an Arabian courser. 

Mike Fink. may be viewed as the correct representa- 
tive of a class of mer now extinct, but who once pos- 
sessed as marked a character as that of the Gipsies of 
England or the Lazaroni of Naples. The period of their 
existence was no more than a third of a century. The 
character was created by the introduction of trade on 
the western waters, and ceased with the successful 
establishment of the steamboat. 


There is something inexplicable in the fact that men 
could be found, jor ordinary wages, who would abandon 
the systematic but not laborious pursuits of agriculture. 
to follow a life of all others, except that of soldier, dis- 
tinguished by the greatest exposure and privation. The 
occupation of a boatman is more calculated to destroy 
the constitution and to shorten life than any other busi- 
ness. In ascending a river it Was a continued series of 
toil, rendered more irksome by the snail-like rate at 
which they moved. The boat was propelled by poles, 
against which the shoulder was placed, and the whole 
strength and skill of the individual were applied in this 
manner. As the boatmen moved along the running 
board, with their heade nearly touching the plank on 
which they walked, the effect produced on the mind of 
the observer was similar to that on beholding 
the ox rocking before an overloaded cart. 
Their bodies, naked to the waist, for the pur- 
pose of moving with greater ease, and of

enjoying the breeze of the river, were ex- 
posed to the burning suns of summer and to 
the rains of autumn. 

After a hard day's push they would take 
their “fillee,” or ration of whisky, and hav- 
ing swallowed a miserable supper of meat 
half burnt and of bread half baked, stretch 
themselves without covering on the deck, and 
slumber until the steersman'’s call invited 
them to the morning “fillee.” From an ex- 
clusive associations together they had formed 
a kind of slang peculiar to themselves, and 
from the constant é@xercise of wit, with the 
squatters on the shore and crews of other 
boats, they acquired a quickness and smart- 
ness of vulgar retort that was quite amusing. 
The frequent battles they were engaged in 
with the boatmen on different parts of the 
river. and with the leas civilized inhabitants 
of the lower Ohio and Mississippi, invested 
them with that ferocious reputation which 
has made them spoken of in Europe.

. Keaneth M. Bennett of the Castine has 
report of the part his ship plaret tn 
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this affair to the Navy Department. Out of his formal 
words can be gleaned a story scarcely less thrilling 
than Corbett’s account of what happened to the Memphis 
and shows that it was only by splendid seamanship 
that Commander Bennett was able to save his vessel. 
There had been a big blow on Aug. 22, and in the 
interval the naval officers of the little squadron kept 
a watchful eye on the glass. There was nothing alarm- 
ing in its readings the day before the sea lifted in 
masses on the 29th. Commander Bennett says that 


“the rising of the sea, unaccompanied until much later 


in the evening by any heavy wind, was so sudden that 
even the most cautious shipmaster would have been 
likely to be caught unawares.” 

Commander Bennett was on board the Memphis about 
® o’clock in the afternoon and noticed that “the seas 
were breaking rather higher than usual on the low 
cliffs to the westward of the harbor entrance.” Capt. 
Reach of the Memphis remarked, “I am going to get 
up steam,” and Bennett decided to go back to his ship. 
At 4:04 the Castine was under way, “full speed rung up 
on the engines.” The wind had a strength of only four 
miles, but “the seas were so heavy,” says the Castine’s 
commander, “that while the ship's head came up to 
about 100 or 105 degrees we drifted to the northward, 
and at no time were we headed clear of the Point.” 
The Castine was soon struck by some of the largest 
combing seas that her commander had ever seen. Dur- 
ing the fight to get out of the harbor she lost all her 
boats errent a motor whaleboat. The povt gangway 
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was carried away. Many stanchions were washed over- 
board. The fixtures of two guns were damaged so that 
they could not be fired. The bridge rail was bent and 
broken and the port boom washed away. “Practically 
all the furniture in the officers” quarters was smashed. 
Water poured into the fireroom to the level of the 
lower furnace and filled up the steering engine and 
tiller rooms. > 

The shipping of seas gave the Castine a heavy list 
to port, and when it seemed that she*must go aground 
the rudder chains securing the quadrant to the drum 
parted and the rudder jammed hard left. Steering then 
had to be done with the engines. Providentially a brief 
lull came, and “by slowing on the starboard engine and 
backing full port’ the Castine was swung round until 
she pointed out; and with full speed ahead on both 
engines she gathered headway and finally got clear of 
the breakers, leaving the Memphis on the port hand. 
and winning through the harbor mouth to open sea. 
As the little gunboat passed the Memphis the armored 
cruiser grounded, and the seas were breaking over her 
white and ugly.
